AGUINALDO'S FLAG 1S LOWERED 


Filipinos Fight Stubboraly, Contesting | 
Every Inch of Ground with the 
. United States Troops—Otis 
Seems Well in Charge 
of Situation. 


Manila, February 10.—7:30 p. m.—The 
American forces at 3 o’clock this afternoon 
made a combined attack on Caloocan and 
“reduced it in short order, 

At a signal from the tower of the De La 
Lome church, the United States double 
turreted monitor Monadnock opened fire 
from the bay with the big guns of her 
fore turret on the earthworks, with great 
effect. Soon afterwards the Utah battery 
bonibarded the place from the land side. 

The Rebels reserved their fire until 
the bombardment ce:tsed, when they 
. fired v@lleys of musketry as the Mon- 
tana regiment advanced on the jungie. 

The Kansas regiment, on the extreme left, 
with the Third artillery deploying to the 
right, charged across the open and carried 


fire. Supported by the artillery at the 
church, the troops further advanced. driv- 
ing the éneniy/-fighting every foot, right 
into the town line, and penetrated to the 
presidencia. end lowered the Filipino flag 
at 5:30 o'clock p. m. 

Shrapnels Silence Sharpshooters. 

The enemy's sharpslhiooters, in the jungle 
on the right, fired at long range on the 
Pennsylvania regiment, but the rebels were 
soon silenced by shrapnel shells and the 
Pennsylvanians remained in the trenches. 

As the Americans advanced : they 
burned the native houses. The rebels 
were mowel down like grass, but the 
American loss was light. ; 

The rebels early this morning concentrate 
in considerable force at Caloocan and Mala- 
bon, many small bedies of scattered rebel 
troops struggling in from the right and 
others undoubtedly arriving from the north 
and the interior provinces. 

Aguinaldo is reported to have estab- 
lished his headquarters at Malabon for 
the purpose of rallying his forces for 
a decisive blow. 

In order to cover their movements, the 
rebels again:opened fire on the outposts of 
the Kansas regiment. They kept up the 
fire from the jungle for about twenty min- 
utes, but without effect. The Americans 
reserved their fire until a detachment of 
the enemy emerged from the bamboos, 
when a well-dir d volley made the rehels 
scuttle back to cover™like rabbits. 

Beyond this, there was quiet along the 
entire line. ; 

Spanish Shells Unearthed. 

Some Soldiers belonging to the Fourteenth 
infantry have unearthed several tuns of 
Spanish shells, evidently stolen from the 
arsenal at Cavite and thidden by the rebels 
“in the vicinity of Paranaque. Fifteen cart 
loads of shells have been brought in here. 
The troops also found a modern naval gun 
and parts of its mount, which had undo abt- 
edly been stolen from one of the sunken 
Spanish warships. 


In anticipation of a native uprising in this 
city, umusual precautions were taken ‘here 


last night by the American military au- 
thorities. Fitly the steps taken proved. 
The Filipinos are evidently convinced that 
an uprising would prove suicidal to them. 

The Visayan. commissioners. arrived on 
board the Uranus and sailed for lloilo yes- 
terday with the Tennessee regiment? on 
board the United States transport St. Paul. 

No vessels have cleared from Manila for 
Philippine ports since Saturday, consequent- 
ly no news has yet reached outside points. 
Even the guard of the Pennsylvania regi- 
ment stationed at the convalescent hospital : 
‘on Corregidor island knew nothing about | 
the hostilities until the supply boat notified | 
them yesterday. '

OTIS LEFT WITH A FREE HAND.

No Instructions Have Been Sent the 
General by Administration. 

Washington, February 10.—Up to the close 
of office hours today General Ot's sent no 
news to the war department indicating any 
further conflicts with the natives. He had 
a few casualties to report, these in answer 
to inquiries from anxious friends of indi- 
vidual soldiers, and he gave notice to the 
department that he had been obliged to 


| buy a large number of horses to supply 


the transportation needed to meet the 


largely increase needs owing to the length- 


ening of the American lines. 

These horses, so called, are really the 
little native Filipino penies; which, it is 
stated at the war department, have been 
found to be the best animals for pack and 
draft purposes that can be secured. Some 
big American horses have been taken to 
the islands by the troops, but they have 
sickened and died and altogether have 
proven to be wholly unfit for the climate. 
On the other hand, General Otis reports 
that he has mounted several troops of cav- 
alry on the little native ponies with good 
resulta. 

The same state of affairs holds good with 
respect to the instruction of General Otis; 
again  Seeretary™ re “Alger: said-his afternoon 
that he had not sent any instructions. since 


“the beginfiing of hostilities and would send 


hone. He fully expects that General Ot's 
will make no terms with Aguinaldo while 
the latter is armed, and that a condition 
precedent to dealing with him at all is the 
return of the insurgents and the surrender 
of their arms. Certainly General Otis is 
not expected now to take any action that 
will amount to recognition of the insur- 
gents as a foe to be treated with on the 
basis of an independent nation.

Officials do not expect the ittempt to be 


made to land the American troops at Iloilo, 
though that was the understan:ling @ day 
or two.ago based on General Otis’s advices 
as to his intentions. 

It is possible that 1t has been concluded 
to be good policy to allow the natives in 
Panay to learn for themselves the disas- 
trous fate that has overtaken Aguinaldo’s 
forces in the neighborhood of Luzon, hop- 
ing that they may be induced to abate 
their resistance to General Miller’s attempt- 
ed landing. Then, too, as there are con- 
siderable foreign interests in thig town, 
which is second only to Manila in the 
Philippines, it may, be deemed necessary 
to give formal notice of the American pur- 
pose to attack the place in order to enable 
proper precautions to be taken. Even if 
tne attack took piace according to the 
orginal plan, news of it would not reach 
here for two days, as Iloilo is distant from 
Manila ahout 350 miles, and the waters 
between are not easy.of navigation.

Washington, Februgry 10.—(Special.)— 
There is a strong probability that the 
friends of the Nicaragua bill in the house 
will be able to sustain Chairman Hepburn 
in his effort to provide for the construction 
of the canal by legislation attached to the 
sundry civil appropriation bill, which 1s 
now under consideration. Today Mr, Hep- 
burn gave notice that he would move to at- 
tach his bill as an amendment upon the 
sundry civil bill. When that is done the 
point of order will be made that it is not 
germane to the bill. The friends of the 
canal will endeavor to sustain their position 
by showing that this is not new legislation 
of the character that is subject to a point 
of order. They will point out that the two 
sundry civil bills contained appropriations 
for payment of the expenses of preliminary 
surveys of the cane] sites and that this pro- 
vision for the construction of the canal ‘6 
virtually a part of that legislation. 

Mr. Sherman, of New York, who is chair- 
man of the committee of the whole, will 
probably decide against the Hepburn mo- 
tion, although he is one of the strongest 
friends‘ of the canal project, but it is be- 
lieved that enough republicans will vote 
with the democrats to overrule the decision 
of the chair. Of course Speaker Reed may 
be able to block this scheme, but’ Hepburn 
and others do not believe it. This is a de- 
cidedly unusual proceeding, but there is a 
strong feeling in the house in favor of forc- 
ing matters, and it may win. , 

The position of the commerce committee 
in support of the Hepburn bill was ably 
presented to the house this afternoon by 
Judge Adamson, of Georgia. He secured 
time shortly after Mr. Hepburn gave no- 
tice and in a strong, able speech went over 
the whole ground of the canal situation. He 
was given close attention by the members 
on both sides of the house, and was warmly 
applauded when he concluded. 

The status with regard to the canal is 
rather interesting. The senate, it will be 
recalled, passed the Morgan bill. It went 
to the house and the house committee 
adopted as @ substitute what is generally 
called the Hepburn bill, but what might 
be more properly called the Adamson b_ll 
fer the reason that the work of the Geor- 
gia member of the committee brought 


about the compromise which made it possi- 


ble for any bill at all to be reported. . 

The plans contemplated by the Morgan 
and the Hepburn bills differ widelv, the 
one based on the concession now held by 
the Maritime Canal Contpany and the other 
ignoring all of the concessions exist’ng or 
supposed to exist. : 

Reed’s Strong Opposition.

most prominent in canal legislation can 
have their way, to leave it to htm this 
time. , 
Senator Morgan and Senator Harris, who 
are the most active men ‘on the senate 
committee, have all the time felt that the 
best plan was that embodied in the Morgan 
bill, but they feel more strongly the neces- 
sity of getting through some sort of legisla- 
tion at this congress, and rather than have

_Teally behind the effert to have this ill 
‘put as a rider upon the river and harbor 


bill, the theory of course being that if it 
passes the semate in this shape the house 
will have to act upuyn it when it considers 
the river and harbor Dill. 

Whether they will succeed is yet to be 
seen. It is very evident that Reed is op- 
posed to any canal legislation at all and 
that unless his hand is forced he will be 
able to prevent the matter coming up in 
the house. If, however, this method is 
adopted, the house will be compelled to 
pass the bill. A goud many senators are 
inclined to oppose this plan because they 
doubt the wisdom vf providing for this 
great new enterprise in a b:ll devoted to 
the care of domestic rivers and harbors, 
but unless some assurance {is given that 
action will be permitted in the house on 


the canal bill as a distinct proposition, they 


may resort to this plan. 


Extra Session Outlook. 


If no bil) is passed ut this congress there | 


is a chance that an extra’session may be 
called hy the president. He is said to have 
assured the friends of the measure seme 
time ago that unless there was action at 
this session he would ceftainly call con- 
gress together. If the tréaty had ‘failed 
an extra session would have been certain, 
but now it. is less likely; though there is 
no certainty that it will not materialize. 
Those who have been figuring on it regard 
the outbreak in the Philippines as likely 
to contribute toward the necessity of an 
extra session, and point out that there are 
& number of matters which the adminis- 
tration particularly wants and Which are as 
yet undisposed of. There seems to be very 
little chance of the army reorganization 
bill passing the senate. As it looks now, 
it seems likely that the most the senate 
will do on this line will be to continue the 
regular army on the: present: war footing. 
This is the solution which General Miles 
has suggested in view of the probable fail- 
ure of the senate to pass the Hull bill. 
It is in the nature of a compromise be- 
tween all factions, but will not be at all 
satisfactory to any, and there is a question 
whether it will be effective, for the men 
who went into the regular army at the 
outbreak of the war were enlisted “for the 
war with Spain,” It is believed most of 
them want to get out, and could do so by 
resorting to habeas corpus proceedings. 
Such a bill as the senate would pass now 


would be nothing more than a temporary 


makeshift. The failure to pass anything 
more valuable will bring the strong in- 
fluences back of the reorganization into 
line for an extra session. Then if there is 
no Nicaragua canal legislation, as seems 
more probable than otherwise if the naval 
personnel fails to go through, and with the 
strong demand of the currency reform ele- 
ment that they be given a chance, the in- 
fluence toward an extra session will be 
very strong. ‘ 

It is true that the president and the ad- 
ministration leaders do not want an extra 


session if they can help it. Members of 


congress would rather be at home draw- 
ing their pay during the vacation than to 


be there, where they are at extra expense; 


but the question is with the president, and 
it is clear that he has not yet made up his 
mind what he will do. An extra session 
does not stem as probable as it did a few 
days ago, but it is possible. .

COAL HAS CIVEN 
OUT IN NASHVILLE 


Eight Deprees Below Zero Without 
Fuel Confronts Tennesseeans, 


FACTORIES FORCED 10 CLOSE 


i Engine Houses and Churches Thrown 
Open te the People, 


PRESIDENT «SMITH = SENDS =~ HELP 


The Louigville gnd Nashville Is Now 
Rushing Coal Into the City 
at the Rate of Thirty 
Cars Each 
Day. 


Nashville, Tenn., February 10.—(Special.) 
This was the coldest February day on 
record in Nashville, reaching 8 degrees be- 
low zero at 7 o'clock this morning. It has 
never been colder but once, when it was 10 
degrees below, in January, 1884. The river 
reached the danger line today. 

The coal famine is on in good shape ond 
the situation would be exceedingly serious 
but for the fact that the railroads have 
come to the rescue and have promised re- 
lief tomorrow. A number of big manufac- 
tories have been compelled to close down, 
among them the Phenix cotton mills, which 
alone throws 78 people out of employ- 
ment. Half a dozen other big plants are 
dependent on supplies received from hour 
to hour, inciuding the city waterworks. 

Hundreds of families are out of coal, 
and owing to the intense cold and conse- 
quent guffering fire engine houses were 
ordered thrown open to the public and the 
recommendation was made that churches 
be heated up and likewise opened, 

Nashville’s need was communicated to 
President M. H. Smith, of the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad, today and he 
promptly responded by wiring that twenty 
carloads of coal would be sent from Vir- 
ginia and eastern Kentucky to reach here 
tomorrow morning and that twenty to 
thirty carloads would be sent daliy until 
the distress was relieved. 

The chamber of commerce this afternoon 
adopted formal resolutions expressing ap- 
preciution of the efforts of President Smith, 
President Thomas and others to relieve the 
situation. : 

The trouble is due to the fact that no 
local dealers carry any stock, but sell irom 
cars from day to day. It is about 10 de- 
grees warmer than it was last night, and 
moderation in the weather is promised for 
tomorrow. 


SNOW CONTINUES IN COLORADO; 


Roads to Leadville Have Finally Been 
by Hard Work. 

Denver. Col., February 10.—The apparent- 
ly interminable snowstorm on the moun- 
tains in the vicinity of Leadville, resumed 
sway early today after a brief respite gur- 
ing the night. However, the wind and cold 
had abated and the conditions were more 
favorable for the work of breaking down 
the snow barriers which closed the rail- 
roads and cut many mountain towns off

made good their offer of a thousand snow 
shovelers to open the Denver and Rio 
Grande railroad between Leadville and 
Malta in order to get coal into the camp. 
Much hard work was required to remove 
the ice from the rails, but the track was 
finally cleared so that it was possible to 
run into Leadville twenty cars of coal that 
had been stalled at Malta. 

On the Colorado Midland a large force 
of men succeeded in breaking the block- 
ade at Snowden and brought in thirty cars 
of coal. The Midland people believe they 
will not need the assistance of shovelers, 
but by tomorrow will have their road en- 
tirely open. They started a train from 
Leadville this afternoon bound for Denver. 
Their passenger train, which left Denver 
last Tuesday, was brought into Leadville 
and the road is now clear for coal cars, 
which will be brought in before passenger 
trains. 

Present estimates are that the down- 
town mines have coal enough to last 
thréugh to five days and a supply will be 
rushed to the Little Johny and other out- 
lying mines. 

There are: plenty of provisions in 
camp and more are promised from 
east tomorrow. 

West of Leadville the railroads are still 
tied up tightly. In the Canyon of the 
Grande there have been six snow slides. 
One of them was 490 feet in length and 
thirty-five feet deep. In it are huge bould- 
ers and trees. , 

Como, Breckenr'dge, Kokomo and all 
towns on the high line to Leadville are 
completely isolated. No news was receivea 
from those places today, but it is known 
that in some of them fuel and provisions 
are becoming scarce. 

In the north park there is about three 
feet of snow on the level. Travel is im- 
possible on account of the large drifts. 
Walden has received no mail for a week 
and expects none for ten days to come. 
It is doubtful if any freight can reach 
that town for a month. 

A snowstorm with a cold wind from the 
north began here today and should an-

Omaha, Neb., February 10.—Early this 
afternoon the cold wave signal was put 
out and in less than an hour the tempera- 
ture, which early in the day moderated ma- 
terially, began to fall and by midnight the 
mercury stood at 10 below, with indica- 
tions of a further fall before morning.

BELIEVED THERE HAS BEEN FOUL PLAY 


Theory of the Officers Is That He Has 
Been Put Out of the Way in Or- 
der That Be May Not Tes- 
tify Against the 
Outlaws. 


Since last Sunday the police authorities 
have been trying to fetter out one of the 
most sensational robberries and attempted 
murders that has come Lefore them in quite 
a while. Connected with the story is the 
disappearance of the man who was the yvic- 
tim of the outlaws, and the theory of the 
officers is that he has been spirited away by 
the robbers, who have not been caught. 

The missing man is Arthur Sutcliffe, a 
soldier and a member of company I, Fifth 
infantry, and the military authorities at 
Fort McPherson are as anxious to know 
his whereabouts as are the police officers.

That 
night it rained, and the cool water probably 
Saved the man’s life, for from aH the cir- 
cumstances in the case the officers believe 
the outlaws intended to kill the soldier apd 
left him in the ditch thinking he was dead, 
Or would die. 

Two negro men found the soldier in the 
ditch early Sunday morning ana brought 
him to the city and carried him to the po- 
lice barracks. Medicine and food partially 
restored him to hig normal condition end 
he started to Fort McPherson, whivh place 
he never reached, » 

There are dark hints of murder Ly the 
outlaws, who have escaped arrest, and the 
police believe that when the suldier 1s found 
he will not be found alive. 


Taken from a Saloon. 
Last Saturday night about 8 o’clock Ar- 


thur Sutcliffe was in Breslin & O’Byrne’s 
saloon, 183 Decatur street. He had a roll 
of money containing fifty or sixty dollars, 
which he displayed with the bravado of a 
man under the influence of'whisky, A num- 
ber of persons in the bar saw the money 
and noted the condition of the soldier. 

A white man and a negro walked into the 
saloon and a few minutes later a hack 
drove up at the door. The white man said 
he wanted to take the soldier, who was his 
brother, to their home. He and the negro 
assisted Sutcliffe into the hack, telling him 
that they intended taking him to a boarding 
house on Mangum street. The hack drove 
off wth the soldier and the other white man 
Sitting on the rear seat, and the two ne-' 
g€roes and the hack driver on the front seat. 
The hack went as far down Decatur streét 
as Courtland and then stopped, turned Lack 
and drove as far as Piedmont avenue, into 
which street it turned, 

The hack was driven rapidly out towards 
Piedmont park. The soldier was persuaded 
to take a drink out of a botile whigh the 
white man took from his pocket. The tak-

_. Was Almost Dead.

Washington, February 10.—General debate 
on the sundry civil appropriation bill was 
continued today. The speakers during the 
day touched a variety of topics, but as @ 
rule the debate lacked spirit and interest. 
During the course of the debate Mr. Hep- 
burn, chairman of the interstate and for- 
eign commerce committee, gave notice that 
he would offer the Nicaragua canal bill as 
an amendment to the sundry civil Dill. 
“Mr. Brosius, republican, of Pennsylvania, 
the first speaker today, characterized the 
$20,000,000 to be paid to Spain under the 
terms of the Paris treaty a mere bagatelle. 
The American people, he said, would not 
tolerdte the idea of looking backward in 
‘government development. 

Mr. Dockery, democrat, of Missouri, who 
followed, congratulated the couniry upon 
the statement made by Mr. Cannon yes- 
terday. Had it been made earlier, he said, 
the country might have been saved many 
millions of dollars. Mr. Dockery prc cuced 
figures to show that there was already in 
sight a deficiency of $67,000,000 for the 


fiscal year. But this wgs exclusive ¢f the 


' gdditional expenditure of $2,500,000 involved 


in the naval personnel bill, the new ships 
to be authorized in the naval appropriation 
bill, the Cuban claims, the $11,000,000 for 
public buildings and the enormous expendi- 
ture involved in the Hunna-Payne subsidy 
bill, should either of these latter bills be 
passed. After the civil war, he said, con- 
gress had reveled and rioted in the fub- 
stance of the people, but the forty-fourth 
congress had come. Another forty-fourth 
S6tigress had come—not by that name, how- 
ever. It might be the fifty-seventh; it 
might not be until the fifty-eighth, but one 
would come animated by the spirit that 
controlled the forty-fourth, and it would 
cut down the tax burdens of the pevcple.

ALLEN LOSES TWO RESOLUTIONS. 


Nebraskan Wants United States Sena- 
tors Elected by the People. 

Washington, February 10.—During the en- 
tire open session today the senate had un- 
der consideration the executive, legislative 
and judicial appropriation bill. Little prog- 
ress was made, the time largely being occu- 
pied with debate on minor topics.

The resolution further declares 
that these principles are to be adheréd to 
net only in the United States, but are to 
be deemed universal and are to apply to all 
who ‘have a distinct society and territory of 
their own. ? 

Mr. Allen asked for immediate eonsidera- 
tion of the resolution, but Mr. Chandler 
objected and it went over. 

A house bill to establish a national mili- 
tary park to eommemorate the campuaign, 
siege and defense of Vicksburg was called 
up by Mr. Money, of Mississippi, and 
passed. ‘The bill appropriates $65,000 for 
the purpose stated.

ARMY REORGANIZATION BILL. 


Sub-Committee of the Senat® Surren- 
ders Measure to Full Committee. 

Washington, February 10.—The sub-com- 
mittee of the senate committee on military 
affairs having in hand the bill for the re- 
organization of the army today placed its 
labors in the hands of the full committee. 

A large number of comparatively unim- 
portant amendments were made, the most 
significant being the following: 

The thouse provision abolishing canteens 
is stricken out and the following substituted 
for it: os 

That in the canteens established un- 
der regulations of the army no liquors 
shall-be sold except malt liquors and 

_non-intoxicating beverages, and 

shall apply to all encampments and for 

this and all premises used for military 

purposes by the United States. 

Another amendment provides that in time 
of war retired officers of the army may, 
in the discretion of the secretary of war, 
be employed on active duty. other than in 
the command of troops, and that when so 
employed they shall receive the full pay 
and allowances of their grades. 

The corpse of cadets at West Point is 
increased to one from each congressional 
district, one from each territory, one from 
the District of Columbia, two from each 
state at large and twenty from the United 
States at large. i 

The provision. in the house bill making 
the artillery corps ‘‘subject to the command 
and control of superior authority’ is 
stricken out. A provision is added requir- 
ing that the approval of. the secretary of 
war shall be required to orders of the 
general commanding assigning officers of 
the artillery corps to duty. 

The amendment added to the paragraph 
regarding the enlistment of infantry men 
limits the age for original enlistments in 
the army between eighteen and thirty-five 
years. -A change in the regulation for the 
appointment of ‘second lieutenants to fill 
vacancies provides for appointment by two 
methods only, one being from among grad- 
uates of the West Point academy and the 
other from enhsted men and from civil 
life, as now provided by law. 

The house provision for the appointment 
of graduates of private military schools is 
eliminated. 

The organization of natives for service in 
Cuba, Porto Rico and the islands of the 
Pacific is placed entirely at the discretion 
of the president,

San Francisco, February 10.—Lord Charles 
Beresford, admiral of the British navy, ar- 
rived here today on the steamer Maru,

In an interview, Lord Beresford? raid: 

“It means simply that instead of ‘spheres 
of influence,’ which means the breaking up 
of the Chinese empire, England, Amer- 
ica, Germany and Japan shall by agreement 
maintain free and equal commercial rela- 
tions for all in the orient. It includes the 
reorganization of the Chinese army, officer- 
ed both as to commissioned aud non-com- 
missioned officers, by Europeans; that the 
Chinese empire may, be properly policed and 
life and property made safe. As it is now, 
mobs and rebellions are Hable at any time 
to” destroy both lives and property, as 
actually happened not long ago when about 
6,000,000 taels worth of property belonging 
to the French mission in western China 
was destroyed. 

“China must have a revenue, and the 
‘open door’ policy by guaranteeing order 
and uniformity in customs regulations and 
tariffs will provide it in greater abundance 
than it has ever been provided before,. be- 
sides insuring that it shall not be wasted 
as it is now. .It will mean the opening up 
of the empire in all its provinces and the 
development of its wonderful resources of 
mining, and commerce. The returns from 
concessions of these natural resources now 
lying idle will be a source of great revenue 
to the empire. 

‘If the spheres of influence policy is al- 
lowed to be adopted Russia will, of course, 
become all-powerful in the north, France 
in the south. England, of course, cannvut 
get everything. Germany will get what she 
can. While America will probably get 
nothing, for though I think she is destined 
to be a great trading nation in the orient, 
greater than Great Britain, or any other 
country, her interests there are now com- 
paratively slight, and in the scramble it is 
not likely that the Amefican people would 
feel their interests demanded a struggle 
for a portion of it at this time. But with 
the ‘open door’ equal opportunity for all 
nations, her commerce is bound to grow. 

“With the spheres of influence, of course 
Russia would put on preferential tariffs in 
the, regions she. dominated, and France 


would or not. Thus America, would be cut 
out altogether, or practically so, from the 
China trade, and England from all but that 
‘she.dominated. So that America really has 
more interest in the ‘open door’ than Eng- 
land has. 

“I go from there to Chicago and New York 
and Washington to get the sentiments of 
the boards of trade and chambers of com- 
merce there on the proposal,”

HE LETS GALLAGHER OUT ‘TOO 


Attorney Makes an.Effort To Throw 
Doubt on the Statements of 
Cornish. 


New York, February 10.—The two men 
whose names have been most intimately 
connected with the death of Mrs. Kate J. 
Adams were on the witness stand today 
before Coroner Hart and jury and were put 
through a rigid cross-examination by .As- 
sistant District Attorney Osborne, who is 
conducting the case. Harry 8. Cornish, 
“who gave the poison to Mrs, Adams, was 
the first witness called this morning, and 
at the afternoon session R. B. Molineaux, 
who had been named by Cornish on the 
stand as the man he believed to have sent 
the poisoned bromo seltzer through the 
mails, was called. 

Cornish was again today somewhat reti- 
cent and equivocal in his answers to ques- 
tions put to him by the assistant district 
attorney, and in one instance at least oc- 
casioned a good deal of surprise. In an 
interview with a number of newspaper rep- 
resentatives previous t6 the commencement 
of the examination, Cornish, when asked 
if he knew Mrs. Molineaux and if she 
could have any connection with the case, 
said that he wished the assistant district 
attorney’ would ask him that question on 
the stand. 


“A man is supposed to :perjure himself 
for a woman,”’ said Cornish, “but I am 
here to tell the truth if they ask me such 
a question.”’ 


This seemed a significant statement at 
the time and Assistant District Attorney 
Osborne put those. very questions to him, 
to which Cornish made the following an- 
swer: 

“T never saw Mrs. Molineaux to know her 
and never saw iher wher she was Blanche 
C@heseborough.’’ 

He made the statement that he had sus- 
pected Molineaux of having prepared the 
poison, because a chemist, a friend of his, 
had suggested on account of a sediment 
having been left in the glass from. which 
Mrs. Adams drank that the bromo seltzer 
preparation had been put up by a half- 
chemist, a man who had some knowledge 
of chemistry; but not a complete knowledge, 
and that as Molineaux knew something of 
chemistry, his name naturally suggested 
itself. This was the redson, Cornish’ said, 
and the fact that he had had a quarrel 
with Molineaux wag another ,reason. 

Molineatix”on’ the Stand.

“Tt am absolutely innocent.’’ 

MolineauxX told of his connection with the 
Knickerboeker and New York Athletie clubs 
and said that he had left the former club 
largely because of his quarrel with Cor- 
nish. He was asked if he: had known Henry 
C. Barnet and replied that he was a warm 
personal friend of that man, a friendsihip 
that had lasted several years. He could 
suggest no motive why any one should send 
poison. to Barnet. 

Molineaux then described the rooms at 
the Knickerbocker Athletic Club on the 
second floor occupied by himself, Barnet, 
Cornish and Adams, after which the yacht- 
ing trip on A. J. Morgan’s yacht Victor, 
which has recently been introduced into 
the case, came up for consideration. Mo- 
lineaux said that.he had been on several 
cruises on this yacht, but that Barnet 
had: never. been with him. He met Miss 
Cheseborough on oné of these trips, being 
introduced to her by her married sister. 

Immediately after the session opened this 
morning Cornish was recalled to the stand, 
and the first question Assistant District 
Attorney Osborne asked the witness was 
somewhat abrupt: 


“Will you tell me,” he said, “all your 
reasons for supposing Molineaux commit- 
ted this crime?’ ‘ 


Cornish answered as he did yesterday, 
that the idea came to him when he exam- 
ined the handwriting on the package con- 
taining the bromo seltzer bottle and the 
poison. 

He Acquits Molineaux. 


“You don’t believe now that Molineaux 
wrote that address?” queried Mr. Osborne. 
“No, I don’t,’’ replied Cornish, shortly. 


Cornish also denied that he thought Felix 
Gallagher wrote the addrtss. Cornish said 
that he had learned from the police that 
whoever prepared the bromo seltzer bottle 
must have been a chemist. Besides Mo- 
lineaux there 4avere in the Knickerbocker 
Club two chemists, Jokum and Tuttle. 

“Jokum,” said Cornish, “told me‘that it 
Was evident that the poison compounder 
Was only half a chemisi.” . 

The question, “How did Jokum see the 
Poison?’ .brought out the fact that Jokum 
Was quite intimate with the Adams fam- 
ily and had examined the poison before the 
police took it away. :

Tanner handed him the cartridges, and

WATSON FOR THE DEFENSE 


Made One of the Best Speeches of 
His Life 


JUDGE MARTIN CLOSED PROSECUTION 


People Came to Cusseta from All Sec- 
tion of the County To Hear 
the Arguments—Story of 
the Killing of 
Adams. 


Columbus, Ga., February 10.—(Special.)— 
W. H. Bagley has been cleared of the 
charge of murder. After being out three 
hours the jury in the case brought in the 
following verdict at 7:30 o’clock tonight: 

‘We, the jury,.find the defendant not 
guilty.”’ | 

The trial began Monday at Cusseta, and 
has continued all the week. From start to 
finish it was a legal battle in which every 
point was sharply contested by the talent- 
ed lawyers on both sides. 

This morning Thomas E. Watson spoke, 
closing the defense. People went to Cus- 
seta from miles around to hear the noted 
populist speak and much interest attached 
to this feature of the case. The effort of 
the Thomson man was able and brilliant. 
Judge J. H. Martin, of the prosecution, 
closed. His speech is said to have been 
one of the most able ever delivered in 
Chattahoochee county. ‘ 

The jury retired at 4:30 o’clock. The 
deed for which Bagley was tried was com- 
mitted several months ago. Thomas M. 
Adams, democratic nominee of the legis- 
lature, was assassinated at a political 
meeting. W.H. Bagley, his.opponent, was 
present and it was charged that he did 
the deed. The state, at the trial just 
closed, introduced witnesses who sworé 
that Bagley fired the fatal shot; ‘the de- 
fense introduced-a witness who swore that 
he did not. Bagley is perhaps the most 
prominent populist in Chattahoochee 
county. He is ex-sheriff and one year 
ran for ordinary.. Seven populists and 
five democrats composed the jury that 
cleared Bagley. 


EXPENSES OF FITZGERALD. 


Cecuncil Passes the Apportionment 
Sheet—Cold Weather. 
Fitzgerald, Ga., February 10.—(Spectal.)-- 
The city council has passed upon their ap- 
portionment sheet for the expenses of main- 
taining the city government durig the pres- 
ent year. The valuation of city property, 
as shown from the assessors’ books, shows 
that the city has a valuation of $600,000, a 
gain of nearly $25,000 over last year. The 
expense of taking care of the schools is the 
Liggest expense of any one department. 
Fitzgerald has the free school book tvys- 
tem and school, that has now been running 
a little over two years.

RURAL DELIVERY WORKS WELL. 


| How the Carrier Delivers Mail in 
Brooks County. 

Quitman, Ga., February 10.—(Special.)—It 
is probably not generally known that 
Brooks county has a rural delivery route, 
but such is the case. Mr. E. D. Ponder car- 
ries the mail over this route, and has fur- 
nished your correspondent with the follow- 
ing information: More than two years ago 
when the matter of free delivery of the 
mails was first tried in an experimental 
way, a few such routes were put into oper- 
ation in various states, and the result 
carefully watched in order to find out if 
such a system could be successfully inau- 
gurated all over the country. Up toa short 
time ago this was the only route of the 
kind in the state, two more having been 
put in operation recently in northern coun- 
ties. This route runs from Quitman to a 
point nine miles out on the Valdosta road, 
and is traveled by Mr. Ponder daily, on 
his wheel in good weather, and on a horse 
in bad.

He states that Colonel Col- 
indorsed his discharge papefs, 
‘Services not good and faithful,” through 
a personal speech. 

Lieutenant Scott on yesterday filed 
charges against Colonel Colson with the 
military authorities here and sent copies 
to Colonel Celson and to the war depart- 
ment, alleging that Colonel Colson embez- 
zied government funds, incited the men 
of the regiment to deeds of riot, lawless- 
ness and disorder against the people of 
Anniston when they were mustered out, 
with drunkenness on duty and with falling 
to stop an orgie of commiseioned officers of 
the regiment in camp in which firearms 
were freely used and when he was present. 

These charges have caused a great deal 
of excitement in the regiment, in the city, 
and especially among the friends of the 
two men. Colonel Colson is out in a two- 
column card this afternoon, making very 
serious charges against Scott, among them 
being that he is “accustomed to telling 
stories in barrooms for drinks, and that his 
associates are almost entirely among the 
vicious and criminal classes.’’ 

Scott will have a card in the morning 
paper charging Colonel Colson with being 
a congressional nonentity and with m#¥- 
ciously falsifying. 

Since the regiment is to be mustered out 
tomorrow, it is too late for a military in- 
quiry, but it is thought that the muster- 
ing out will only give them an opportunity 
for a personal settlement of the affair. 
Both men are known to be fearless and se- 
rious trouble is anticipated. Colson is con- 
greseman from the eleventh Kentucky dis- 
trict and Scott is a prominent young attor- 
ney in Lexingto® and a nephew of Gover- 
nor Bradley. :

themselves and their families. They 


_ recognize the fact that their wages, smal] 


though they be, are made possible by 
the existence and the general prosper- 
ity of the city by which they are em- 
ployed. ‘With this knowledge they have 
felt that in hours of emergency it was 
their duty to contribute their mite to- 
ward the upholding and upbuilding of 
the city Which is honored by their cit- 
izenship. Out of their small earnings 
they have voluntarily raised a sum 
which they offer to those having in 
charge a great work: contemplated for 
this year. Here, then, is “the Atlanta 
spirit” described better than words 
could do it, a living illustration of how 
a city may hold together against the 
combined forces of the worid. 

With this example before our manu- 
facturers, and all whose living springs 
from the existence of the city in which 
we live, there should be no hesitation 
in raising speedily the amount which is 
necessary to carry into effect the next 
state fair. The gentlemen who have

are themselves men of affairs, and can 
ill afford to haggle away their time go- 
ing from door to door to see the peo- 
ple. Ttfis labor would be saved if citi- 
zens generally would follow the exam- 
ple of the members of the Atlanta fire 
department.

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The Spindles at Work. 

From advance sheets of the seven- 
teenth edition of Dockham’s textile re- 
port it is gained that there has been 
an increase since the last report of 746,- 
219 spindles. 

It is interesting to note from this 
showing the proportion which the south 
bears to the north. South Carolina had 
Ain 1896 997,185 spindles, which has in- 
creased to 1,260,536, or an increase of 
263,351. This is double the increase 
which has been made by any other 
state in the union. The next heaviest 
increase is noted in North Carolina, 
where the number of spindles has grown 
1rom 910,474 to 1,029,924, making an 
increase of 119,454. The increase in 
Alabama is 83,216; in Georgia 68,739; 
in Kentucky 10,000; in Maryland 3,200; 
in Texas 3,280. These increases from the 
great bulk of the total increase which 
has been made, and show clearly that 
cotton manufacturing has become a fix- 
ed industry in the southern district, and 
gives promise that the work of the fu- 
ture will be in geometric proportion 
to that which has already been accom- 

_ plished. 

There has been an increase in the 
number of spindles in the northern 
states, and in Massachusetts particular- 
ly, where the increase amounts to 116,- 
746. The figures of increase for the 
other states are but small. There is no 

however, to the fig- 
‘es: which are presented from Massa-

| the south. It has passed through its ex- 


perimental stages. There, has now grown 
up in the south, in addition to the men 
who have invested in cotton factories, 
a@ new clasg of men who are skilled in 
cotton merchandise. Thus the south of 
today is not only able through her ex- 
pert manufactitrers to compete with. 
the best that New England can do, but 
she has in her midst the mercantile abil- 
ity with which to exploit these coods 
in every market of the world. 

The greatest development of these fig- 
ures, however, is that which establishes 
a new cotton factory district in this 
country. For instance, of the whole cot- 
ton spindle increase of 746,219, a majori- 
ty of the whole is centered in the three 
states of North Carolina and South Car- 
olina and Georgia. Taking Spartanburg 
as the center, stretching into Georgia om 
the one hand and into North Carolina 
cn the other, there is an increase of 451,- 
546 spindles as against that of 294,673 
for all the rest of the union. Thus out 
of the battle of the spindles there has 
evolved a new cotton factory district, 
lusty, ambitious, full of energy and de- 
termined to wrestle against the whole 
world for the supremacy. 


. The Sale of Poisons. 

The tragic death of young Joel Kel- 
sey is but one in a series of poisonings 
which have passed over the land like 
an epidemic, and to prevent which it 
would seem there is need of some strong 
remedy. 

When a small boy can go to a drug 
store and secure upon his own order 
the deadliest of poisons, there is some- 
thing wrong. From California to Maine 
the stories of poisonings of late months 
have been continuous. That such a 
Borgia-like era should have come upon 
us is enough to arouse the public to a 
sense of the danger which springs from 
the careless and criminal] sale of dan- 
gerous minerals. 
islators to give relief from the iron- 
bound restrictions which the medical 
fraternity would place around the 
sale of medicine they have gone en- 
tirely too far, and now we are suffering 
from the other extreme. 

If it is impossible to so arrange the 
sale of poisonous remedies other than 
by a return to the old method, then 
a return will be demanded in the inter- 
est of common sense. 


The Creation of Wealth. 

In an expression of opinion quoted 
from ‘Mr. Samuel M. Inman yesterday 
was found the whole philosophy of 
wealth producing. ee 

It is in vain that men look around 
for the possession of money upon which 
to make the basis of wealth, Money 
has never been intended for any other 
purpose than as a medium of exchange. 
Wealth consists in property, in crude 
material developed into shape of utility, 
in the making of an inexpensive article 
into one of great expense. 

It is upon this line that Mr. Inman 
talked when he uttered the following 
words: 

Take a boy who has special aptitude for 
such and give him the proper training and 
he reaches a point where he can earn from 
$6 to $10 a day, where otherwise, being poor 
and without opportunity, his talent could 
never be brought into play. And the wel- 
fare of a community or a nation rests in 
its power to create values out of crude 
material. We wonder at the tremendous 
recuperative power of France. 

After being ravaged by.war, burdened by 
an indemnity such as has rarely ever been 
known, after the Franco-Prussian war, and 
with the largest public debt of any nation 
in the world, she has pushed rapidly into 
wealth and prominence, and is able, by the 
sheer etrength of her power, to create 
money, to own almost entirely her own 
public @ebt. The leading secret of this re- 
markable condition is that the French 
artisan takes 50 cents’ worth of crude nr a- 
terial and creates out of it a $5 fabric, so 
beautiful and so attractive that cil the 
world buys it, and the created profit ac- 
crues to the benefit of France. If our own 
people would learn this lesson ard train 
skillfully the hands of our native genius, 
the south, in twenty years, would be one 
of the richest sections of the globe. For, 
in raw material and wealth, this section 


’ stands unsurpassed. 


The instance quoted by Mr. Inman 
is one which is eminently to the point. 
There are those who assume that the 
wealth of France consists /in the fact 
that her people invest largely in govern- 
ment securities. It has never occurred 
to those doctrinaires that the French 
people must have first earned money 
out of something which they created 
into articles of value before it was pos- 
sible to have it to invest in government 
securities. The French people have not 
the character of thrift which ig the pos- 
session of the Hollander, but they are 
shifty and inventive, and thus accomplish 
in a more skillful way the same result. 
While the Hollander is laboring painful- 
ly and continuously upon some little 
object which may give him a return 
thirty years hence, the mind of the 
Frenchman has been so trained that 
with a little turn or quirk he can s0 
transform an article ag to catch the eye 
of a purchaser, and thus rise upon the 


wave of sufficiency. A Frenchwoman, | 


for instance, wil] take @ couple of rib- 
bons and a flower and do more with 
them in the way of adornment than will 
the women of almost any other nation. 
All of this but indicates that the French 
mind has been trained fo the handling 
of little things, the little arts and con- 
trivances which bring to him a return 
which does not come to his more hard- 
worked neighbor. It is the history of 
the ages that rough and unskilled labor 
get but the minimum of reward, and 
that as the necessities of a people in- 
crease and as their civilization advances 
they are forced into that friction of de- 
velopment which was necessary for their 
own success, and thus they became not 
only the purveyors of their own wants, 
~~ ern the rest of the world as 
well. 

Mr. Inman is right in this matter. as 
is his wont. He has the faculty of think- 
ing to the point and of solving com- 
mercial and economic problems. The 
salvation of the south rests in the culti- 
vation of skill, and it is well that we 
have men like Mr. Inman to ‘point the 
way.

The government is but an en- 
larged ‘enterprise, and should not keep 
in its employ a single man whose work 
was not actuaily needed,and at the same 
time it should not pay one cent more 
for services rendered in its behalf than 
does any other private business enter- 
prise. Not only is it unjust to the peo- 
ple who have the taxes to pay that their 
servants should be paid ata higher rate 
than themselves are able to obtain, but 
it is bad public policy. 

Office-seeking should not be made the 
most remunerative work in our repub- 
lic,

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Bishop Potter’s Recent Utterance. 

The recent utterance of Bishop Patter, 
of 'New York, that “the barroom was the 
poor man’s club” is still exciting angry 
comment. 

‘A little reflection may show that Bish- 
op Potter was not so far from the truth 
when he uttered this exclamation. It 
must be recollected that Bishop Potter 
did not mention the fact that the bar- 
room had constituted itself the poor 
man’s club with approval. He merely 
stated the fact as a sorrowful exhibi- 
tion of modern conditions, and he stated 
it very bluntly im order to more effect- 
ually strike the public mind. 

Man is a social creature, and must 
have company and diversion. In our 
growing civilization there has been a 
tendency to insulate families so that the 
man who has no family has no place to 
go. Finding himself within the bleak 
four walls of a boarding house room 
he naturally craves for company. Under 
our modern conditions, where is he to 
find it? He goes down upon the public 
streets and walks from one side of town 
to the other, and the only door open to 
Therefore, 
through the very trait of necessity the 
barroom has become his club, notwith- 
standing the frightful train of disasters 
which follow his entrance there. As long 
as temperarce workers and reformers 
shut their eyes to thig fact they will be 
unsuccessful. There is.only one way 
to wipe out the barroom evil, and that is 
by opening other doors by higher attrac- 
tions, into which the wayfarer may £0. 
It does not follow that these substitutes 
for barrooms, if they are to de so called, 
should partake of any of their evils. In- 
deed, it is not essential that drinking 
of any sort should be connected with 
them, but certain it is that there ought 
to be public places where men may meet 
and chat and enjoy innocent sports, such 
as will pass away an evening, after which 
they can return to their homes. | 

The remedy, therefore, toward which 
Bishop Potter would direct the attention 
of the people is a sensible one, and the 
sooner it is put into force, the sooner 
will there begin to be seen some good 
effects of anti-barroom crusades.

Birth of an Australian Union. 

It appears that the establishment of 
an Australian union, otherwise a feder- 
al and central government, is now as- 
sured. A conference of the colonial 
premiers which met recently in Mel- 
bourne, outlined plans for such an end, 
and nothing remains now but the erec- 
tion of a capital and the fruition of those 
details which are essential to a com- 
pact of this character. | 

Practically taken, this meang that the 
Australian colonies are to have the 
plainest and most effective kind of home 
rule. England has never assumed to 
take a decisive hand in the government 
of her possessions in this part of the 
world, pursuing her wise and strength- 
ening policy of giving her colonial pos- 
sessions the greatest possible measure 
of home rule, such as will make them 
subjects of the crown in name only, and 
which has opposed no restriction to the 
utmost exercise of liberty and domestic 
government. 

Heretofore, the different colonies com- 
posing the Australian federation have 
necessarily at times worked at cross 
purposes and suffered from the lack of 
that unity which only comes to well or- 
ganized governments. Under the new 
regime, matters will be managed much 
as they are in this country, with a cen- 
tral parliament consisting of a senate 
and house of representatives, which will 
make general laws for the welfare and 
advancement of the continent as a 
whole. At the same time, as is the 
case in the United States, none of the 
parties to the combination will lose their 
distinctive existence, and will decide for 
themselves al] issues which are of a 
sectional or local nature. 

This change may be taken as a decid- 
ed compliment to the pattern set by the 
American republic and as an indorse- 
ment of the success which our republic- 
an institutions have encountered. It 
also marks the approach of the time 
when government by the people will be 
in universal vogue, and when the re- 
strictions and expensive and senseless 
prerogatives of royalty will exist in 
memory alone.

Contesting a Priest’s Will. 

The will of the late Father Joseph Al- 
binger, New York’s eccentric old priest, 
who was supposed to be poverty-stricken 
at the time of his death, was offered for 
probate at White Plains. The estate, 
which is estimated at $75,000 in gold coin 
and real estate, is bequeathed to Nicholas 
Laver, of Greece, Monroe county, New 
York, and Father Albinger’s two sisters 
in Germany.

America’s Silk Matron. 

Mrs. Ann Dowell, known as the “mother 
of the American silk industry,’ died on 
Sunday at the home of her son-in-law, 
John Ryerson, in Paterson. Death was 
due to old age. She was born in England 
On April 9, 1802, and came to the United 
States seventy years ago. John Dowell, 
her husband, was a silk weaver in Coven- 
try, England. John McRea, son of a Cov- 
entry silk maker, set up three looms in 
Hudson street, New York, in 1828, but could 
do nothing because of lack of operatives. 
He went to England, and Mr. Dowell and 
his wife returned with him. A year later, 
when Benjamin B, Tilt and William Hall 
had served their time in the Coventry mills, 
they followed. McRea findlly went back to 
England. He gave his looms to Tilt & 
Dowell, but they could not induce the job- 
bers then in and about Maiden lane to han- 
die their goods. They dropped out of bus- 
iness and went to work in a foundry for 
%4 a. week each. After many reverses they 
€0t back into the silk business. The firm 
of Tilt & Dowell became an important one. 
Mr, Dowell died in 1843. Then George Dex- 


| ter went into the firm and bought out Tilt. 


From this grew the big silk firm of Dexter, 
Lambert & Co. 
Phoenix Silkk Company, now one of the 
largest in the country. Mr. Dowell’s son, 
George, has been its superintendent for 
Many years. Mrs. Dowell was in good 
health until two years ago, when she be- 
gan to sink. Mr. Tilt often said that had 
it not been for her advice and encourage- 
ment he and Dowell might have given up 
their efforts to establish the silk industry 
in América.

One industry in this line—that of honey 
producing—can be successfully carried on 
in almost any portion of the ‘state. 

With fhe modern beehive, Italian bees 
and improved methods of caring for them, 
an apiary can be successfully operated on 
almost any farm inside her borders. 

I will say here that honey is simply con- 
densed nectar gathered from all sorts of 
flawers. 

Besides the wild honey-producing flower 
we have in the northern portion of he 
state apple, cherry and other fruit blooms, 
and also clover, peas and other leguminous 
plants from which that industrious little 
creature—the honey bee-Can gatber suffi- 
cient honey to pay = for its keeping. 


x 

In the central portion of the state we have 
extersive peach orchards, vineyards, fields 
of melons, etc., and in the southern part, 
peaches, pears, plums and melons, all of 
which secrete nectar. 

Our lowlands and along our creeks and 
branches are almost covered with gallberry, 
ty-ty, saw palmetto and poplar, all of which 
are fine honey producers. 

Preducers of smal] fruits, as well as mel- 
on growers ali over the world, are fast real- 
izing the fact that in order to better pol- 
lenigze the blootM, thereby increasing the 
yie'd of fruit, that it is necessary to Keep 
bees in easy range of the orchards or fields. 
I can say from experience as a honey pro- 
ducer, that fifty pounds to the colony each 
year is a safe estimate of the yield where 
the pasturage is not overstocked and the 
bees are carefully attended to, though I 
have had colonies that produced more 
than double that amount in one season. 

A modern apiary should be established at 
our experimental station to instruct and 
encourage our farmers in this pleasant and 


profitable pursuit.

Formerly the market for this 
product of Georgia soil was confined to this 
and surrounding stat@s, but now it.-is dif- 
ferent. Our dealers have shipped so far 
this season to Cincinnati 800 pounds, Boston, 
Mass., 60 pounds, New York 210 pounds, 
Pittsburg 175 pounds, Louisville 150 pounds, 
St. Louis 90 pounds, Philadelphia 60 pounds, 
Texas 70 pounds, Ohio “(outside of Cincin- 
nati) 18 pounds, besides smaller ldots to Vir- 
ginia, Tennessee, Indiana, Illinois and other 
states. One dealer shipped 806 pounds to 
British Columbia via San Francisco. 


These sales wee ee at fair prices, and 
our dealers say the sirup is liked better 
than New Orleans goods, f the fact 
that it contains a greater amfount of suc- 
rose. 

A grocery house in Pittsburg writes that 
they use a great deal of it to mix with 
New Orleans molasses to increase the per 
cent of sucrose in that article. Our deal- 
ers have experienced some difficulty in the 
past in keeping our sirup during the sum- 
mer, as it will invariably ferment durin 
hot weather if the air is allowed to get to 
it, but that trouble is obviated by the use 
of bottles and hermetically sealed cans, By 
this method of putting it up the air js en- 
tirely excluded from it, and fermentation 
avoided. A can makes a neat shelf pack- 
age, besides being easily handled and car- 
ried about. 

There is still one disadvantage in the mar- 
keting of our sirup—the lack of uniformity 
in the grades. No two farmers boil their 
sirup to exactly the qame density, and 
some dealers object to it on that account. 
We think, however, that this objection can 
be remedied by having large tanks or vats 
with a capacity of a hundred barrels or more 
into which the sirup can be emptied, arid 
after a thorough mixing it can be drawn 
out and rebarrelled or canned.

Editor Constitution—Many of us who are 
not farmers are quite prolific in sugges- 
tions to those most worthy men as to the 
best means of improving their financial 
condition. Every one seems to recognize 
that the great preponderance of cotton in 
the output of the farm is the curse in our 
present farm economy. This evil must be 
remedied before we can hope for prosperity 
in our rural districts. 

Our farmers do not plant cotton because 
it requires less thought and labor than 
other crops. On the contrary, hardly any 
crop grown in this section reguifis s0 
much anxious thought as does cetton. As 
regards the required labor, I have heard 
the opinion expressed that it required ‘‘thir- 
teen months’ work to make a cotton crop.”

The board of county commissioners met 
yesterday afternoon at 4 o’clock and ad- 


journed in thirty minutes. Nothing was 


accomplished toward a settlement of the 
question of franchises along the chert road. 
County Attorney Rosser asked for more 
time in preparing an opinion on the legal 
questions which ‘have been referred to him. 

It was brought out in the meeting that 
President Woodruff, of the Consolidated, 
wanted to withdraw the petition, over 
which there have been several special ses- 
sions held and long discussions heard by 
the commissioners. He paid he wanted to 
presént another petition. Mr. 
started to address the board several times, 
but was interrupted and never finished his 
opening statement of why he wanted to 
withdraw, or what he wanted to present. 

When asked what he wanted to offer in 
place of the present petition, he said there 
‘were just a few amendments he wished to 
make. He declined to say wnat these were, 
as he was not ready with them. 

Although the session of the board yester- 
Gay afternoon was short, lasting about 
thirty minutes, it was exceedingly lively. 

Dr. Walker seemed to break away from 
the side with which he has been counted 
all the time and voted for the adjournment, 
ewhen Chairman Palmer was using every ef- 
fort to prevent It. 

The board was called to order and Chair- 
fman Palmer stated that the object of it was 
‘to hear the opinions of the county attorney. 
Mr, Iaither Rosser said: 


“Gentlemen, I have an opinion on the 
questions referred to me, Lut it is not an 
- opinion that I would care to deliver, if the 
board can see fit to give me more time. I 
have not had an opportunity to investigate 
the authorities as fwWly as I would iike. : 

“Y can prepare a proper opinion within 
twelve hours, and can furnish it to the 
board by tomorrow afternoon. I would pre- 

‘fer until Monday, however. I can give vou 
the opinio:, if you want it this afternoon, 
but if it tvas a private business matter you 
would not want to take it, and I do not 
think it ought to be given to the county 
officta ad 

Dr, Walker asked him if he had the opin- 
fon prepared all except the writing of it. 

Commissioner Adair wanted to know if it 
would do anybody an injustice to adjourn 
until today or Monday. Commissioner 
Walker said the board was worrying that 
community out yonder, meaning Oakland 
City, and thought a decision ought to Le 
reached. He said that he voted ‘“‘yes” the 
day before to refer the matter to the corn- 
ty attorney, but did not think ft would 
cause such a delay and he wanted to be 
done with the matter. 

Motion To Adjorn. 

“T move,” said Commissioner Adair, “that 
we adjourn until Monday afternoon at 4 
o’clock to give Mr. Rosser time to prepgre 
his opinions.” 

Commissioner Walker said that ‘he wanted 
ty end tne matter and that ne did not want 
to hear the people making accusations 
against the board like they did the day be- 
fore. 

“T didn't take any of that to myself,’’ re- 


torted Mr. Adair, quickly.

“They were not talking to me, Mr. Walk- 


er,’’ said Commissioner Brown. 

Mr. Woodruff then addressed the board 
and said that he wanted to withdraw his 
petition. 

“My motion to adjourn t before the 
board, Mr. Chairman, and J insist upon %¢," 
said Commissioner Adair. Mr. Bro-wn and 
Mr. Adair insisted on the motion to aé- 
journ according to parliamentary practice. 

After considerable discussion Chsirman 
Palmer put the motion. 

Walker, Adair and Brown voted for the 
adjournment. Judge Rosser said he was 
talking and did not know what the vote 
was on. 

Commissioner Walker had a small matter 
he wanted to bring to the attention of the 
board, he said. There was some discussion 
over this, but no conclusion was reached, 
and Mr. Woodruff rose to address the toard 
again in regard to withdrawing his peti- 
tion. 

‘“‘As I understand it, Mr. Chairman,” said 
Mr. Brown, “this board is adjourn2d, There 
were three votes for adjournment cn the 
motion just now.” 

“Yes, sir, this board is adjourned,” said 
Mr. Adair, and taking up his hat he etart- 
ed for the door. 

“Tt is in order to reconvene at once,” said 
Judge Palmer. 

“You'll have to give me six hours’ no- 
tice,’ sat@d Mr. Adair, going to the door. 
By this time he was nearly outside of the 
room. 

“This board is not adjourned,”’ said Chair- 
man Palmer. “I have not ruled on the mo-' 
tion.’’ 

‘‘Didn’t you announce the result of the 
vote just now?” asked Mr. Adair. 

‘T did not,’ said the chairman. 

‘Well, ig you did not say the board was 
adjourned, I will come bLack,’’ Mr. Adair 
replied. He resumed his seat. 

Another Motion To Adjorn. 

Mr. Brown said that the chairman did an- 
nounce the result of the vote and appealed 
to the record of the secretary. Mr. Kontz 
said that the chairman did not declare the 
result. 

Mr. Palmer said he moved that the board 
reconsider its vote. 

Mr. Brown called for the ayes and noes, 
and there were three favoring reconsidera- 
tion. Immediatcly Mr. Brown moved to 
adjourn until Monday afternoon. Commis- 
sioner Walker, holding a paper in his hand, 
said he had a small matter that he wished 
to bring to the attention of the board. 
Commissioner Palmer said it was a courtesy 


due Mr. Walker that the board hear what 
Mr. Walker wishes to bring before it, 

Mr. Adair said it was not a meeting for 
any business other than the consideration 
of franchises. 

Commissioner Brown said he wanted the 
record of the minutes to know whether it 
was a regular session or a special session. 

Chairman Palmer said he ruled it was a 
regular session. The minutes were read, 
and it was recorded that the session was a 
special one, and no other business could 


come up for consideration but the petition | 


of the Consolidated. 

Commissioner Walker withdrew his de- 
sire to be heard. President Woodruff ad- 
dressed the board again, and said: 

“IT wish to withdraw the petition of the 
Consolidated and offer another in—” 

“There is a motion ‘before the board to 
adjourn, Mr. Chairman,’’ said Mr. Adair. 

Mr. Brown and Mr. Adair insisted on the 
motion to adjourn. 

Considerable discussion arose over the 
need of an opinion from the cvunty attor- 
ney, and Mr. Adair sala: 

“This is the most remarkable thing I ever 
saw. I want the opinion of the county 
attorney, and made an effort at the last 
session of the board to get it. The time for 
him to make an opinion was granted, and 
now you seem to fear it. Why do you fear 
it? We have got to act according to the 
legal status of this case, and that is the 
way to reach it. I think we ought to give 
Mr. Rosser time to investigate.”

If Secretary Martin, or any of the com- 
mittees canvassing for the state fair guar- 
antee fund, will call upon Chief Joyner 
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the proceedings. Among those present 
were Mr. Sam Inman, ex-Mayor Collier, 
cashier of the Capital City bank; John M. 
Slaton and others. 

What Will the Board Do? 

There is much speculation as to what will 
be the outcome of the complicated condl- 
tion which exists before the board. The 
way in which the members of the board 
will cast their votes with the possible ex- 
ception of one or two is a matter of doubt. 
The opposition to the proposed extensions 
is much greater than it was ever con- 
templated would arise. This opposition has 
a tenacity that is only equaled by the de- 
termination of those favoring the franchise 
to push it through. 

An injunction from some of the citizens 
has already been suggested, and if the board 
grants the franchise it is almost sure to 
follow. The opinion of the county attorney 
ix more important in this respect than as 
to any influence it may have over the action 
of the board. Those who eontemplate an 
injunction say that if Chairman Palmer 
votes for the franchise and the county at- 
torney says it is not legal, it will greatly 
Strengthen their claims for an injunction. 

It was stated yesterday that, whether 
the franchise was granted the Consolidated 
or not, it would run to Oakland city any- 
how. The distance which the Consolidated 
is now asking for a franchise is not more 
than 1,600 feet. This lies between the 
limits of Atlanta and those of Oakland 
city. Oakland city extends to Fort Mc- 
Pherson, and has already granted a fran- 
chise through the city. It is said that if 
the 1,600 feet of chert road cannot be ob- 
tained, the car line will be constructed over 
private property that distance, and the 
road taken up the remainder of the distance 
to Fort Mc son. 

lt was further suggested yesterday that 
the city of Oakland would extend its limits 
to those of Atlanta, thus obtaining jurisdic- 
tion over the 1,600 feet, and would grant 
the franchise. Any extension in the limits 
is, however, denied by some of the mem- 
bers of the council of Oakland. 

The Consolidated has already started to 
work on the chert road within the limits of 
Oakland city. Poles are being erected. No 
delay will be made after the oe 
question is disposed of by the board.

POLICE WILL TODAY INVESTIGATE THE 
DEATH OF KELSEY, THE BOY SUICIDE 


The Secret, However, May Be Hidden in His Grave Since the 


Coroner Thinks an Inquest 1s Unnecessary, 


WHAT CHIEF MANLY SAYS 


He Supposed All the Facts Would Be 
Brought Out at an Inquest, 


INVESTIGATION SAID 10 BE DUE FAMILY 


Rumors, if They Are False, Should Be 
Disproved—Reasons of the Coro- 
ner for Not Holding Inquest. 

The Boy Will Be Suried 
Today. 


Today Joel Kelsey, the fourteen-year-old 
boy who died from poison at his home, 103 
Larkin street, Thursday morning w,ill be 
laid in the grave, and if there is an untold 
secret behind the strange and tragic ending 
of the young life, it will never be known, as 


the coroner has decided not to hold an in- 
quest, unless the police force an investiga- 
tion. 

The chief of police said last night that he 
thought the coroner intended to hold an 
inquest, and that all the facts in regard to 
the death of the boy would in that way be 
brought. out. : 

‘“‘As the coroner has decided that it 
is not within the line of his duties to 
hold an inquest,’ Chief Manly said, 
“T will have the death of the boy in- 
vestigated today. I wili do this as 
much for the sake of the boy’s family 
as for any other reason. If there are 
any rumors of unkind treatment or 
anything else in connection with the 
case and these are untrue, then the 
authorities owe it to the people to have 
these false rumors set aside.” 

It is claimed that the boy committed sui- 
cide. If he did, it must have been pride 
that drove him to it—pride that was stung 
to the quick—at either humiliation or in- 
jury, and the boy, with a ‘bright mind and 
talents for music and art, doubtless had 
the making of a’ good man fn him. But he 
hoarded th pitiful sum of 5 cents for self- 
destruction. Somebody, at some _ time, 
gave the little fellow a nickel, and it was 
thought he wouid quickly spend it for can- 
dy or cake or some toy pleasing to the mind 
of a child: yet he kept it all the while, 
thinking of a deed that befitted the mind of 
a person weighted down with years of 
suffering or sorrow. 

Under the winding sheet that covered 
his dead body in the humble little house on 
Larkin street, some story of a life blighted, 
ere it had fairly dawned, is hidden, and it 
may go down into the grave to be buried 
forever beneath the eaves of rain-washed 
clay. 

Why the Coroner Will Not Act. 

The coroner seems to think that an in- 
quest is unnecessary, and he gives as his 
reasons that a reputable physician has cer- 
tified as to the cause of death, and that he 
does not wish to wound the feelings of the 
family. Under the same ruling a murderer 
could go free who took a notion to get a 
child out of the way. He could make the 
ehild buy the poison, give the poison and 
then, when the child was at the point of 
death, send for a “reputable physician’’ 
and get a certificate as to “he “cause of 
death,’”’ which would satisfy the coroner 
and prevent an investigation. The mur- 
derer could tell anything he wished that 
would bear out te theory of suicide. 

The question is being asked why the cor- 
oner did not hold an inquest over the Kei- 
sey boy, and there are many who think 
that an inquest should have been held for 
the sake of the child’s family as much as 
anything else. If there are suspicions of 
mistreatment of the boy, it is due the fam- 
ily that this fact, if it is untrue, be dis- 
proved. So far from hurting the feelings of 
the family, it ought to be the very thing 
they would want, it is claimed. 

Young Kelsey was a musician. His moth- 
er and father played upon violins, and he 
had learned to play with them on the vio- 
lincello, and is said to have had a good 
ear for music. He has also quite a talent 
for making sketches, and he drew a picture 
of Otis Skinner a few days before his death. | 

It Is Mrs. Kelsey’s Story. 

‘Under the statement of Mrs. Kelsey, and 
that is the only evidence which can be ob- 
tained so far, the boy took the morphine 
while lying in bed Wednesday night about 
8 o’clock, and he purchased it from a drug 
store two days before. He was found in an 
unconscious condition by herself and a 
man who was in the house at the time. 
Mr. Kelsey, who, it is said, is separated 
from his wife, was not at home, and he was 
sent for and a physician summoned. 

The Kelsey home is a two-room affair, 
and about as humbie a looking building as 
one can live in with any degree of comfort. 
The occupants of the house are Mrs. Kelsey, 
her little boy, aged five, and her old mother. 

While the verdict of the coroner’s jury 
may have been suicide, yet there is much in 
the story of the death of the lad which 
justice to the community and to the family 
seems to have demanded to be investigated.

The board of county commissioners met 


yesterday afternoon at 4 o’clock and ad- 


journed in thirty minutes. Nothing was 


accomplished toward a settlement of the 
question of franchises along the chert road. 
County Attorney Rosser asked for more 
time in preparing an opinion on the legal 
questions which ‘have been referred to him. 

It was brought out in the meeting that 
President Woodruff, of the Consolidated, 
wanted to withdraw the petition, over 
which there have been several special ses- 
sions held and long discussions heard by 
the commissioners. He paid he wanted to 
present another petition. Mr. 
started to address the board several times, 
but was interrupted and never finished his 
opening statement of why he wanted to 
withdraw, or what he wanted to present. 

When asked what he wanted to offer in 
place of the present petition, he said there 
‘were just a few amendments he wished to 
make. He declined to say wnat these were, 
as he was not ready with them. 

Although the session of the board yester- 
Gay afternoon was short, lasting about 
thirty minutes, it was exceedingly lively. 

Dr. Walker seemed to break away from 
the side with which he has been counted 
all the time and voted for the adjournment, 
ewhen Chairman Palmer was using every ef- 
fort to prevent It. 

The board was called to:order and Chair- 
man Palmer stated that the object of it was 
‘to hear the opinions of the county attorney. 
Mr. Iaither Rosser said: 


“Gentlemen, I have an opinion on the 
questions referred to me, Lut it is not an 
opinion that I would care to deliver, if the 
board can see fit to give me more time. I 
have not had an opportunity to investigate 
the authorities as fuwly as I would iike. : 

“Y can prepare a proper opinion within 
twelve hours, and can furnish it to the 
board by tomorrow afternoon. I would pre- 
fer until Munday, however. I can give vou 
the opinio:: if you want it this afternoon, 
but if it tvas a private business matter you 
would not want to take it, and I do not 
think it ought to be given to the courty 
officials ."’ 


Dr, Walker asked him if he had the opin- 
fon prepared all except the writing of it. 

Commissioner Adair wanted to know if it 
would do anybody an injustice to adjourn 
until today or Monday. Commissioner 
Walker said the board was worrying that 
community out yonder, meaning Oakland 
City, and thought a decision ought to Le 
reached.

What Will the Board Do? 

There is much speculation as to what will 
be the outcome of the complicated condi- 
tion which exists before the board. The 
way in which the members of the board 
will cast their votes with the possible ex- 
ception of one or two is a matter of doubt. 
The opposition to the proposed extensions 
is much greater than it was ever con- 
templated would arise. This opposition has 
a tenacity that is only equaled by the de- 
termination of those favoring the franchise 
to push it through. 

An injunction from some of the citizens 
has already been suggested, and if the board 
grants the franchise it is almost sure to 
follow. The opinion of the county attorney 
is more important in this respect than as 
to any influence it may have over the action 
of the board. Those who eontemplate an 
injunction say that if Chairman Palmer 
votes for the franchise and the county at- 
torney says it is not legal, it will greatly 
strengthen their claims for an injunction. 

It was stated yesterday that, whether 
the franchise was granted the Consolidated 
or not, it would run to Oakland city any- 
how. The distance which the Consolidated 
is now asking for a franchise is not more 
than 1,600 feet. This lies between the 
limits of Atlanta and those of Oakland 
city. Oakland city extends to Fort Mc- 
Pherson, and has already granted a fran- 
chise through the city. It is said that if 
the 1,600 feet of chert road cannot be ob- 
tained, the car line will be constructed over 
private property that distance, and the 
road taken up the remainder of the distance 
to Fort McPherson. 

It was further suggested yesterday that 
the city of Oakland would extend its limits 
to those of Atlanta, thus obtaining jurisdic- 
tion over the 1,600 feet, and would grant 
the franchise. Any extension in the limits 
is, however, denied by some of the mem- 
bers of the council of Oakland. 

The Consolidated has already started to 
work on the chert road within the limits of 
Oakland city. Poles are being erected. No 
delay will be made after the franchise 
question is disposed of by the board.

POLICE WILL TODAY INVESTIGATE THE 
DEATH OF KELSEY, THE BOY SUICIDE 


The Secrel, However, May Be Hidden in His Grave Since the 


Coroner Thinks an Inquest 's Unnecessary, 


WHAT CHIEF MANLY SAYS 


He Supposed All the Facts Would Be 
Brought Out at an Inquest 


INVESTIGATION SAID TO BE DUE FAMILY 


Rumors, if They Are False, Should Be 
Disproved—Reasons of the Coro- 
ner for Not Holding Inquest. 

The Boy Will Be Suried 
Today. 


Today Joe] Kelsey, the fourteen-year-old 
boy who died from poison at his home, 103 
Larkin street, Thursday morning w,ill be 
laid in the grave, and if there is an untold 
secret behind the strange and tragic ending 


of the young life, it will never be known, as 


the coroner has decided not to hold an in- 
quest, unless the police force an investiga- 
tion. 

The chief of police said last night that he 
thought the coroner intended to hold an 
inquest, and that all the facts in regard to 
the death of the boy would in that way be 
brought. out. 3 

‘‘As the coroner has decided that it 
is not within the line of his duties to 
hold an inquest,’ Chief Manly said, 
“IT will have the death of the boy in- 
vestigated today. I wili do this as 
much for the sake of the boy’s family 
as for any other reason. If there are 
any rumors of unkind treatment or 
anything else in connection with the 
case and these are untrue, then the 
authorities owe it to the people to have 
these false rumors set aside.”’’ 

It is claimed that the boy committed sui- 
cide. If he did, it must have been pride 
that drove him to it—pride that was stung 
to the quick—at either humiliation or in- 
jury, and the boy, with a bright mind and 
talents for music and art, doubtless had 
the making of a’ good man in him. But he 
hoarded the pitiful sum of 5 cents for self- 
destruction. Somebody, at some _ time, 
gave the little fellow a nickel, and it was 
thought he wouid quickly spend it for can- 
dy or cake or some toy pleasing to the mind 
of a child: yet he kept it all the while, 
thinking of a deed that befitted the mind of 
a person weighted down with years of 
suffering or sorrow. 

Under the winding sheet that covered 
his dead body in the humble little house on 
Larkin street, some story of a life blighted, 
ere it had fairly dawned, is hidden, and it 
may go down into the grave to be buried 
forever beneath the eaves of rain-washed 
clay. 

Why the Coroner Will Not Act. 

The coroner seems to think that an in- 
quest is unnecessary, and he gives as his 
reasons that a reputable physician has cer- 
tified as to the cause of death, and that he 
does not wish to wound the feelings of the 
family. Under the same ruling a murderer 
could go free who took a notion to get a 
child out of the way. He could make the 
child buy the poison, give-the poison and 
then, when the child was at the point of 
death, send for a “reputable physician”’ 
and get a certificate as to ™he “cause of 
death,’’ which would satisfy the coroner 
and prevent an investigation. The mur- 
derer could tell anything he wished that 
would bear out Me theory of suicide. 

The question is being asked why the cor- 
oner did not hold an inquest over the Kei- 
sey boy, and there are many who think 
that an inquest should have been held for 
the sake of the child’s family as much as 
anything else. If there are suspicions of 
mistreatment of the boy, it is due the fam- 
ily that this fact, if it is untrue, be dis- 
proved. So far from hurting the feelings of 
the family, it ought to be the very thing 
they would want, it is claimed. 

Young Kelsey was a musician. His moth- 
er and father played upon violins, and he 
had learned to play with them on the vio- 
linceilo, and is said to have had a good 
ear for music. He has also quite a talent 
for making sketches, and he drew a picture 
of Otis Skinner a few days before his death. 

It Is Mrs. Kelsey’s Story. 

‘Under the statement of Mrs. Kelsey, and 
that is the only evidence which can be ob- 
tained so far, the boy took the morphine 
while lying in bed Wednesday night about 
8 o’clock, and he purchased it from a drug 
store two days before. He was found in an 
unconscious condition by herself and a 
man who was in the house at the time. 
Mr. Kelsey, who, it is said, is separated 
from his wife, was not at home, and he was 
sent for and a physician summoned. 

The Kelsey home is a two-room affair, 
and about as humbie a looking building as 
one can live in with any degree of comfort. 
The occupants of the house are Mrs. Kelsey, 
her little boy, aged five, and her old mother. 

While the verdict of the coroner’s jury 
may have been suicide, yet there is much in 
the story of the death of the lad which 
justice to the community and to the family 
seems to have demanded to be investigated.

If that was so, then) the younger 
Joel inherited his grandfdther’s spirit—a 
spirit which some wrong, fancied or other- 
wise, broke, and which ndthing but death 
could heal.

ODDS AND ENDS OF NEWS — 
_ AT THE STATE CAPITOL 


The decision of the supreme court of the 
state in the case of H. H. Hinton, tax col- 
lector, against A. K. Childs, in which the 
right of the state to levy a professional 
tax upon the presidents of national banks 
is denied, will attract considerable interest 
in the state. The case decided yesterday 
by the supreme court was brought up from 
the Clarke county superior court, where a 
fight was made by the county authorities 
to establish once and for all the right of 


! the state to tax the heads of national 


banks. 

A. K, Childs, president of the Athens Na- 
tional bank, determined to make a test 
case of the legal right of the state to col- 
lect from him a professional tax of $10,000. 

The property of Mr. Childs was levied 


on under an execution issued by the tax ' 


collector of Clarke county and an injunc- 
tion was taken out by him to prevent the 
levy. On the hearing of the case in the 
superior court the judge granted the in- 
junction, and to that decision the tax col- 
lector of the county excepted, 

It was claimed by Mr. Childs, through 
his attorney, that the bank he represented 
was authorized under the laws of congress, 
and that the right therefore to tax such a 
corporation was solely a federal rigiht and 
did not belong to the state. 

The law of Georgia on the subject of pro- 
fessional taxes thas made no distinction be- 
tween the presidents of banks, including 
in the list to be taxed presidents of na- 
tional banks as well as those of state and 
private banks. : 

The case was first argued before the 6u- 
preme court several months ago and was 
reargued only a short time since. The deci- 
sion of the court has been awaited with 
interest, particularly by bankers, many of 
whom, while not objecting to the tax, de- 
sired to see that no unjust discrimination 
was allowed to be placed upon them. 

The decision of the court in substance was 
to the effect that since the national bank 
was a federal institution, authorized by act 
of congress, it was not liable, through its 
president, to capitation taxation by the 
state, 


The Order of the Cincinnati is at last to 
have a chapter in this state, so it is under- 
stood at the capitol on good authority. The 
brave descendants of the fighting conti- 
nental officers who have been permitted to 
live at peace with mankind in this vicinity 
are to suddenly have their honors thrust 
upon them and are to be brought together 
for the purpose of perpetuating the Order 
of the Cincinnati in Georgia. 

F. A. Foster, the doyen and alpha of the 
Cincinnati lere, is in the city for the pur- 
pose of giving good things to the descend- 
ants of revolutionary sires. For several 
hours yesterday Mr. Foster imbedded him- 
self in the musty, half-sacred lore of former 
Georgia, to be found nowhere but in the 
office of the secretary of state, where a 
list of continental officers can generally be 
located after a siege of several hours. 


in the society of the Cincinnatf the law 
of primogeniture pertains .with unyielding 
force and unless the descendant of a con- 
tinental officer happens to be the oldest 
of the flock he does rot inherit the right 
of membership in the order. In this way 
many good applicants are cut off—shorn 
unintentionally, but.shorn, nevertheless, of 
the heritage derived from their grand- 
fathers’ records. 

In some way the rumor of the arrival of 
Mr. Foster went out through the city, and 
this intelligence had the effect of precipi- 
tating on the secretary of state a score 
of genealogical cranks, each with a with- 
ering desire to establish this title to the 
Order of the Cincinnati. 

Aged volumes whose sheer weights have 
alone protected them thug far, but whose 
brown and dusty covers, nevertheless, tell 
in places eof former onsiaughts, were 
brought down from top shelves and heaved 
about in the arms of the enthusiasts as 
though they had no weigiht at all. 

The numerous porters at the capitol were 


erans of former campaigns snickered wit 
delight at the harvest in store for them. 

One candidate, after poring over five big 
volumes of a ponderous work without de- 
tecting an ancestor whose chivalry would 
bring him the boon of membership in the 
Cincinnati, saw thirty-nine more volumes 
ahead of him, and instead of saying any- 
thing, he was seen to smile. “Such men,” 
remarked an employee, ‘“‘must come of 
courageous stock, whether they manage to 
establish the exact spot where the courage 
broke out in their ancestors or not.’’ 

Mr. Foster would not impart the mean- 
ing of ‘his visit to Atlanta, but it is known 
that a chapter of the Cincinnati is to be 
established in the state, and that the head- 
quarters will be located in Savannah. Mr. 
Foster was engaged in looking up the 
lineal ancestors of a candidate from Phil- 
adelphia whose revolutionary sire, it is 
understood, fought the red coats in Geor- 
gia. The well known Cincinnatian was 
pleased with the excellent preservation of 
the earlier records of Georgia and finds his 
work of tracing lineage back to the. re- 
motest time easy and agreeable, owing to 
the excellent care observed in saving the 
rare records. 

There promises in the near future to be 
a more lively and continuous onslaugiht into 
the legends of the state that bodes ill for 
the dusty volumes, but holds a rare boon 
out to the oldest males of those who fought 
with a commission in the continental army. 

The announcement tihat the society of the 
Cincinnati is to come will be received with 
great pleasure by’ those who hhad ancestors 
in the army of the revolution, and with 
kindly, dull, unknowing words by those who 
had not. 


The supreme court decided yesterday, and 
thereby set a precedent that has long been 
sought by some, that a firm cannot be sued 
for slander.

Those Interested in the Matter Are 
* Pleased Over the Bright Prospects 


TALKS WITH THE CITY FATHERS 


There Is Now No Doubt That the City 
Council Will Accept the Offer and 
Atlanta Will Obtain the 
Magnificent New 
Library. 


Atilanta’s free library is all but an as- 
sured fact, 

Since the publication of the first article 
which gave the information that Mr. An- 
drew Carnegie, the philanthropic multi- 
millionaire, had offered to make the eity a 
present of $100,000 for the construction and 
equipment of a public Hbrary, the subject 
has caused considerable discussion. On 

‘every side the question has been discuss- 
ed, and the universal opinion is that t 
necessary appropriation of $5,000 a year for 
the maintenance of the library should be 
made at once. It is safe to say that were 
a popular vote taken on this question, not 
a dissenting ballot would be cast. From 
Mayor Wcodward, the aldermanic »oard 
and council, down to the humblest private 
citizen, all are delighted with the prospect 
of Atlanta securing the finest free library 
in fhe southern states, for such it will 
undeubtedly be, with the splendid 
Fucleus which will be provided by the 
Young Men’s Library Association, and Mr. 
Carnegie’s princely gift of $100,000. 

Mayor Woodward struck the keynote of 
popular approval last Tuesday when he 
taid in en interview for The Constitution: 

“Tt if a magnificent oprortunity for tne 
cliy, ard the offer wil] no doubt be prompt- 
ly acrepted. 

4g not believe that a member of the city 
” equncll Will object fo the: prompt accept- 
ance of the offér, on the guarantee of the 
ty to appropriate $5,000 annually, nor do I 
believe that there is an inteiligent human 
being in the city of Atlanta who would 
throw any obstacle in the way of the city’s 
wrepting the donation on this condition.” 

Talks with Members of Council. 

‘Yesterday the members of council and 
she aldermanic board were seen, and ex- 
wreasions of opinion in regard to the city 

accepting the gift of $100,000 and agrecing 
to appropriate $5,000 annually to maintain 
the proposel library, obtained. All were 
uunanimous in the opinion that the offer 
should be accepted at once. Some seemed 
to be in doubt as to whether the city, un- 
der its present charter, could comply with 
the stipulations of the proposition, but 
they agreed that if such should really 
prove. to be the case the charter would 
undoubtedly be amended so that nothing 
would stand in the way. 

ALDERMAN FRANK P. RICE—Provid- 
ed the city can consistently do so, I am 
heartily in fayor of accepting Mr. Carne- 
gie’s liberal offer. I haven’t examined the 
charter and gon’t know whether there is 
anything to prevent an appropriation of 
$5,000 for the maintenance of a free library. 
If there is, I have no dgoubt that the 
charter can be amended. A free library is 
something that Atlanta needs. 

ALDERMAN TURNER—Yes, you can 
put me down as being heartily in favor of 

_ appropriating the necessary $5,000 a year 
Provided the city can conscientiously do 
fo. If it can’t under the present charter, 
then I would vote for an amendment. The 
offer is one that does not come every day 
in the week, and should be accepted.

ALDERMAN KILPATRICK—I've been 
sick for some time and have not given the 
subject much thought.

ATLANTIANS DISCUSS THE WORKING 
WOMAN'S HOME AND SUBSCRIBE $700 


Enthusiastic Mass Meeting Held at the Grand Last Night at 
Which the Movement Received Encouragement, 


Judge Howard Palmer and E W, Martin 
Urge Necessity for Home at Once, 


ES: MUMFORD SUBSCRIBES $00 


As a Result of the Meeting Last Even- 
ing Atlanta Is Certain To Have 
a Working Woman’s Home 
in the Near Fu- 
ture. 


A large and enthusiastic audience of At- 
lantians, including business men, working 
women and those interested in the move- 
ment for a home for women wage earners, 
responded to the call of the co-operative 
association for a mass meeting at’ the 
Grand opera house last night. 

Althcugh the work of the co-operative 
association has just begun, the ladies com- 
Posing it have gone actively to their task, 
and the enthusiasm of the meeting last 
night is taken to mean that in a very short 
time Atlanta will have a permanent home 
for working women. 

As the result of the earnest talks made 
by a number of those present, both men 
and women, the sum of $700 was raised 
from the audience before the close of the 
meeting and it is expected that a large 
number of subscripticns will come in for 
the cause from prominent citizens in the 
next few days. 

While the prospects for the home for 
working women are excellent, the direc- 
tors of the association have not 
definately arranged their plans, but will do 
so when it is known what amount can be 
raised in the city to start on. 

The. home will have the threefold object 
of taking in and protecting young work- 
ing women who have no home of their own 
and who ‘will be surrounded with healthy 
environments; of having an industrial school 
adjunct, where women without the knowl- 
edge of how to support themselves can be 
given am opportunity to learn business and 
fit themselves for’a business life and of fur- 
nighing an asylum for aged women who 
are unable to heip themselves. 

The result of the meeting last night was 
thoroughly satisfactory to the ladies of the 
association and they hope on the basis of 
the $700 which has been subscribed to raise 
enough in the mear future for the actual 
construction of the home. 

Mrs. W. B. Lowe Talks. 

The mass meeting was called to order 

by the president of the Woman’s Co-oper- 


meeting, and emphasized the ur- 
gent need for a home of such a charac- 
ter as the one which the ladies of the city 
had determined to get: Mrs. King intro- 
duced to the audience Mrs. W. B Lowe, 
whom she said would explain at length 
the nature and the object of the home for 
working women 

Mrs. Lowe said that although our civ- 
ilization had made Yapid progress, we must 
remember that the problems growing out 
of the work for the good of humanity was 
increasing and were demanding settlement 
each day; that our work had been mapped 
out for us and it was our duty to face it 
and to do all we can to meet the great 
prcblems of thgcentury: “This foovement 
has already started,’’ said Mrs. Lowe, “in 
the larger cities ali over the country and 
we are giving Atlanta the first opportunity 
of placing a beacon light in the windows of 
a working woman’s home. 

“J have for scme time past received nu- 
merous letters from al] over the country, 
some from the west, and some from New

Hon. E. W. Martin Talks of the Home. 

E. W. Martin said: 

“T am here to raise my voice and give 
my heart and hand to this movement. The 
great work of the future which is opening 
before us, is that of bringing humanity 
closer together, and no problem confronting 
us is greater than the one grappled by 
these ladies, and to solve which, they ask 


our aid and support. 
“T understand that the home is to be self- 


supporting; that once put on its feet by the 
citizens of Atlanta, it will continue. 

“That the women admitted to the home 
will be required to pay an amount thought 
reasonable by a board of ladies from the 
association. Its threefold objects of car- 
ing for young working women, of providing 
an industria} school for the women who de- 
sire to learn, and of furnishing a home 
for aged women, are such as to appeal to 
all in this audience.” 

At the close of Mr. Martin’s address, 
which was received with applause, Mr. 
King introduced Mrs. Reid, a member of 
the Woman's Co-operative Association. Mrs. 
Reid made a clever appeal for the work- 
ing women, and her address was one of 
the most enjoyable of the evening. 

Mr. King, at this point, called on anyone 
in the audience for a few remarks. Dr. 
W. W. Landrum rose and expressed his 
sympathy with the cause the ladies of At- 
Janta had taken up, and offered his aid and 
assistance in the work. 

Councilman W. 8. Thomson, of the fourth 
ward, responded to a call in a few chosen 
words, in which he praised the women and 
thanked them for the good work they were 
doing. He stated that in his belief, the 
plans of the association were not only feasi- 
ble, but that they would accomplish great 
good. 

E. S. Mumford Subscribes $500. 

At the close of the addresses the audience 
was treated to a solo by Mrs. Sheridan, and 
later was entertained with a song by Dr. 
William Owens. 

During the intermission blank cards for 
subscriptions and membership in the Wo- 
man's Co-operative Association were passed 
in the audience. A telegram was received 
and read by the president from Mr. E. §, 
Mumford, of this city, who is at present 
at Nashville, donating the sum of $500 to 
the cause of the woman’s home, 

Mrs. Porter King, president of the asso- 
ciation, gave $100 to the home, and W. 8. 
Witham gave a check for $100, raising 
the total amount to $700. 

It is expected that a large number of do- 
nations will be received for the woman’s 
home in the next féw days.

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cret service work that has been credited 
to the police department for some __ time. 
Harris obtained cvidence which led him to 
believe that Texas Martin was one of the 
negroes who carried the soldier zway to 
kill and rob him. Texas, who bears no 
g0od reputation among the police, denied 
having, ever Leen in the hack Saturday, and, 
in fact, denied knowing anything of the af- 
fair at all. 

Officer Chosewood arrested Frank Fietch- 
er, who drove the hack, and locked him 
up at police barracks Tuesday night. 
Fletcher claimed that he was an innocent 
party, but admitted that he carried the 
men to the park and that he brought all 
of them back to the city except the sol- 
dier. He received, he said, $2 for the job. 
When asked iif he knew any of the men! 
who were in his hack with the soldier, he 
replied that he knew one negro who was 
called “‘Texas.’’ He did not know then 
that Texas Martin was-under arrest. 

The white man and the other negro have 
not been located. 

It was the intention of the officers to 
arraign the men under arrest as quickly 
as possible, but they deiayed the trials, 
hoping to catch the other two men. When 
they finally decided to take them before 
the recorder, the soldier, the only witness 
in the case, could not be found. Here was 
another sensational chapter in the case. 

Officer Harris went to Fort MePherson 
and Sutcliffe was not there, ard he had 
not been seen since Saturday rorning. 
What had become of him? The white man 
and negro implicated, and who had esceped 
arrest, knew that they were about to be 
invoived in serious trouble and they had 
every reason to get the soldier cut of the 
way if possible. Once already they had 
tried to murder him, and a second atiempt 
would not be ignored when the prize the 
first time was for a few dollars and this 
time it meant freedom from the peniten- 
tiary for many yeuars.: 

Search as they might, the officers cculd 
not find Sutcliffe and the soldier is stil} 
missing. 


Investigation in Police Court. 

Yesterday afternoon -lexags Mastin and 
Frank Fletcher were,«rraigned in the police 
court on the city charge of disorterily con- 
duct, the officers knowing that an ettorney 
was making an effort to get Murtin lb- 
erated and that they could not hold him

Martin made no statement. His attorney, 
T. L. Bishop, took the position that there 
had been no evidence of the robbery story

Acting Recorder D. N. McCullough said he 
knew Martin’s reputation, and he believed 
both he and the hackman should be pun- 
ished, and fined each of them $30 and costs 
of court. Notice was given of an appeal 
in the Martin case and he was ordered 
held at the police barracks for two days.

Sensational Sequel May Follow. 

It is understood that the prosecution of 
Fletcher and Martin in the police ccurt 
is.only a temporary expedient to hold the 
two men until a further investightion can 
be had. 

Every effort will be made to find the 
missing soldier and to locate the white man 
and negro who were implicated in the rob- 
bery and attempted murder. Sutcliffe is a 
native of St. Louis, Mo., and is thirty-five 
years of age. He has light, sandy hair and 
a slight defect in one of his eyes. 

Jt is the almost unshaken opinion of the 
officers at work on the case that Sutcliffe 
has met some kind of foul play at the 
hands of the two robbers and w iuid-be 
murderers who have so far.escaped ar- 
Test. 

‘We believe that the affair will yet de- 
velop into a greater sensation,” say Officers 
Harris and Chosewood, “and that a start- 
ling sequel to the robbery is to follow.’’

In regard 
to his visit to the church, it is customary 
to invite any one whom the church desires 
to call to preach to the congregation before 
asking a definite acceptance of the call. 

Rev. Mr. Bridewell will reach Atlanta 
from Texas near the end of nextrweek, and 
it is probable that he will remain in the 
city until after the last Sunday in this 
month. While here it is thought that he 
will definitely decide what his course 
will be. 

Rev. C. P. Bridewell, while a young mem- 
ber of the southern presbytery, has already 
come prominently to the front as a re- 
ligious thinker and thoroughly consecrated 
worker, While he has never been heard in 
Atlanta, his reputation is that of a minister 
far above the ordinary.

On 
he opening call there was a steady feeling 
with prices unchanged to 2 points higher, 
und for a time thereafter the firmness waa | 
maintained, the accounts received froim 
the cotton belt regarding the weather con- 
ditions being of a sensational character. 
As the market falied to improve. however, 
@ modérate selling movement set in and 
prices gradually worked off 2@3 points until 
indications pointed to an abrupt let up in 
the movement for interior points, while of- 
ficial bulletins regarded that the general 
movement had a much stronger average 
than had been looked for. On this there 
Was some rally with a small reaction on 
the statement that the Bremen stock of 
cotton was increased 100,000 bales by the 
discovery of an-error in previous calcula- 
tions. The scope of the market from the 
highest to the lowest prices of the day 
was confinéd to about 5 points. During 
the afternoon the hesitation of local trad- 
ers to assume further obligations was very 
marked The total business for the scssion 
was probably the smallest for some time 
past. The close was steady at net un- 
changed prices to 3 points advance, cov- 
ering having set in near the close and 
caused a sharp rally. 


The Dry Goods Market. 


New York, February 10.—The demand for 
cotton goods was well maintained, but 
actual business was restricted to some ex-— 
tent by a scarcity’ of ready supplies. In 
brown cottons buyers were frequently com- 
pelled to purchase short lengths, seconds, 
etc., in order to meet pressing requirements. 
Bleached cottons were strongly held and 
further advances are tooked for. Print 
cloths were strong at 2%c for 38-inch sixty- 
fours and at 4c for 39-inch 68x72s. Prints in 
good request and strong in tone. Cotton 
blankets were in fair request for the new 
season, but 5@10 per cent lower than last 
year. Men’s wear, woolen and dress goods 
were in a steady demand at previous 
prices.

“The solid basis for good business has 
not been shaken by sepculative reaction. 
Stocks have been slightly lower, but the 
market is all the safer because much un- 
soundness and unreason have been shaken 
out. Speculation in wheat, which for a time 
depressed prices, has also taken.a turn, 
and with heavy exports the market tends 
wewards again. The cotton movement is 
not essentially speculative, but based on 
reported injuries, and holds its advance. 
Meanwhile dispatches from all parts of the 
pump é show extraordinary activity in the 
chief branches of trade, and a business 
much larger than a f fy ago in nearly ail. 
The heavy excess of exports over imports 
continues, New York exports having been 
in five weeks 16 per cent larger than last 
year, while imports were by 9 per cent 
larger. 

“In wheat, Americans are getting profits, 
even though prices are lower than they 
were some months ago. After some yield- 
ing the price rose to 79.85 cents, and the 
May option rose 4 during the week with 
Atlantic exports of 3,926,962 bushels, flour 
included, against 2,174,921 last year, and total 
exports including the Pacific 4,667,405 bush- 
els, against 2,960,515 last year. Western 
receipts have been 3,056,046 bushels, against 
2,957,770 for the same week last year, while 
corn exports for the week were also 3,102,- 
609 bushels, against 3,365,976 last year. At 
higher or lower prices foreigners are con- 
stantly taking more wheat and corn from 
us than in any previous year. 

“The cotton market is in a slightly 
stronger position because foreign buying 
continues beyond precedent, while home in- 
dications now point to a smaller crop than 
was expected. The stocks on hand are 
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Sure for supplies, but rails have advanced 

$2 per ton and bars $1 because of urgent 

demand, especially at Philadelphia and Chi- 

cago, for several thousand cars and plate 

mills are everywhere overcrowded. At the 

many negotiations for consol- 

idation of interests arrest trade in some 

quarters and disturb it in others, causing 

unusual irregularity in prices. The pipe con- 

solidation appears to he stopped for the 

moment by opposition of one company, but 

the activity is greater than ever before.

New York, February 10.—Bradstreet’s to- 
morrow will say: 


“Some of the favorable effects likel 
follow the. atmospheric changes oF Y ice 
week fs evidenced by reports of improved 
Cistribution at retail of heavy winter goods 
While the effect on spring trade appears to 
be chiefly regarded as of retardation rather 
than of positive injury. In leading staples 
the strength of prices is still a feature, 
all the gains made in January being sus- 
tained, if not further improved. 

Some reflection of the cold wave is 
found in the advance in wheat, showing an 
inclination to concede some damage to the 
winter wheat crop in view of claims that 
snow protection is lacking in many regions, 

‘The strength of cotton, while to some 
extent based on smaller receipts and a re- 
duction of the usual ‘winter’ crop, appears 
mainly due to the cheerful tone of the cot- 
ton goods market and the strength of de- 
mand and prices manifested by those sta- 
ples both at home and abroad. 

“In the aggressive strength, alike of de- 
mand and price, however, iron and steel 
are easily first this week, and the Hst of 
advances reported this week is almost a 
roll cali of that industry’s products. Among 
the advances noted might be mentioned 
barbed wire, steel rails, southern, eastern 
and Bessemer pig iron, nails and wire and 
plates, the most strength being exhibited at 
western markets, 

“Copper is again ‘higher and quotations 
are now not far from those made in the 
great French copper corner, which bursted 
ten years ago. 

“Smelter and lead are also higher, but 
tin shows some reaction in the speculative 
movement.

EARLY TRADING FEATURELESS 


Commission Houses Had but Few Or- 
ders and London Trading in 
Moderate Volume. 


New York, February 10.—The market left 
off with advanceg in the leading specialties 
and prominent railways, with the tone un- 
settled. The. dealings were largely profes- 
sional and were in the nature of evening 
contracts over the triple holiday. The early 
trading was practically featureless. Com- 
Mission houses thad but few orders and the 
trading for London account was in very 
moderate volume without any marked ten- 
dency.

The further successes 
about Manila had a sentimentally beneti- 
cial influence on values. Prices rose until 
delivery hour, when there was a brisk sell- 
ing movement, but stocks were so well 
taken that a raliy ensued in some quar- 
ters in the final dealings and the market 
closed over the holidays, to be reopened 
Tuesday morning. Meanwhile the bank 
statement will appear and much importance 
attaches to its character.

THE WEEK REVIEWED. 


New York, February 10.—Stock prices this 
weak were extremely variable with a con- 
traction in dealings compared with the re- 
cently large volume. Compatative prices 
show great irregularity with losses prevail- 
ing. The uprising at Manila exerted a dis- 
turbing effect, but speculators were inclined 
to view this incident as assuring the 1rati- 
fication of the Spanish treaty. According 
to the traders’ views, the disposition of this 
matter would be favorable to stock prices, 
inasmuch as it would remove one of the 
uncertainties of the Situation. ‘Therefore 
there were purchases of stock in anticipa- 
tion of the senate’s action. although there 
were many confusing advices as to what 
that would be. London took a more opti 
mistic view of the announcement that the 
treaty had been ratified by the senate than 
that displayed by the local traders, who, 
following their custom of realizing profits 
on the culmination of what they regard ts 
favorable news, sold freely Tuesday morn- 
ing and prices receded very materially. A 
rally set in about noon the following day 
and continued until the closing dealings of 
Thursday. This in turn was followed hy 
advances on Friday, coineident with the an- 
nouncement of the second success of the 
Americans onerating against the Filipinos. 
The transactions for London were pretty 
evenly balanced for the week, and tomor- 
row’s shipments from London of American 
securities, it was believed. would brine @he 
last batch that London had sold. These 
sales in recent weeks, it was calculsted, 
were equal in value to about $35,000,000. 
These sales resulted in easier monev condi-

An organization to be known as the Geor- 
gia Embalmers’ Association, was organ- 
ized in Atlanta yesterday morning.

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If you understand Chinese it is useless to 
inform you that the foregoing is a pleasant 
greeting of the day—‘‘Happy Chinese New 
Year,” and it began yesterday. 

Usually, in large cities, the day is céle- 
brated in a riotous manner by the Celes- 
tials, but in Atlanta there was no brass 
hand or committee on entertainment to bid 
it welcome. 

To the average citizen, the day was as 


any other, but to the almond-eyed individ- 


ual from the Flowery Kingdom, it was an 
epoch in his history, an oasis of food and 
drink in a desert of rice meals and chop- 
suey. . 

Klen-Nen, the Chinese new year, is to 
John what Christmas is to us—a day of 
present-giving, celebration and ‘“‘peace on 
earth, good will to men.’’ To the Chinaman, 
his new year is the biggest day in the 
whole calendar, and must be observed in a 
religious manner. 

No Chinaman begins Klen-Nen with debts 
hanging over his head. On the morning of 
the new year he settles every score against 
him and begins life anew with a personal 
slate wiped clean. For months, for weeks 
and for days he has been making the most 


| elaborate preparations for this day of days. 


On the eve of the new year the barber is 
called in, and John’s head is shaved as 
elean as razor and soap and a steady hand 


can make it. The lobes of his ears and his 


nostrils are not even overlooked by the ton- 
sorial genius and when finished, the victim 
is as clean of superfluous hair as a porker 
fresh from the boiling pot. 

Having put himself in a condition to en- 
ter the presence of his joss without fear 
of having the high priest cal] ‘‘unclean” 
after him, he sits.at his table and laborious- 
ly manufactures, with brush and pan of 
India ink, a sign of four characters on red 
paper which he gums to the front door of 
his laundry. The real meaning of this little 
red strip is that the celestial within wishes 
the celestial without a happy hew year 
and all the good things imaginable. It also 
calls attention to the fact that the propri- 
etor of the laundry, who is withal a good 
and dutiful son of Confucius, desires that 
his brother celestial enter and partake of 
the rare dishes within. Yesterday the latch 
string of every laundry was strictly on the 
outside and to enter was to be made wWel- 
come. 

Nothing is too good for John on new 
year’s day. Rice wine flows like water and 
the best and fattest fowls of the barnyard 
are to be found at the table of the hum»: 
blest laundry ‘“‘helper’’ at the feast of Klen- 
Nen. Month ago orders were sent to native 
merchants in New York and San Francisco 
for rare brands of tea, Chinese nuts and 
candies, and bundles of the not-to-be-for- 
gotten joss sticks. 

At new year’s countless numbers of these 
sticks are burned before the great joss 
and their pungent oder is as incense to the 
nostrils of John Chinaman. Each stick rep- 
resents a prayer and the fearful son of 
Confucius who offers up fifty of these joss 
sticks to his god, considers that he has 
done very well for the new year, and feels 
quite convinced that his life for another 

twelve months will be pleasant and profit- 
able, 

Some of the Chinamen in Atlanta labored 
yesterday, but these were in the minority, 
and although it is not considered good 
form to attend to matters of business on 
this great day, still there are exceptions to 
the general rule and laundrymen who are 
behind in their work are permitted to make 
up for lost time without fear of being os- 
tracised by their fellow countrymen, 

The forenoon was spent in making new 
year calls and In giving presents. Every 
celestial was dressed in his finest costume, 
and there were some toilets among those 
in the upper circles that’ were dreams of 
China silk past description. Visitors enter- 
ed the homes of friends without knocking 
and shook their own hands in a warm 
greeting of the day. Host and visitor salut- 
ed each other by extravagant names and 
called down the blessings of goss upon the 
heads of all sons of Confucius.

Yesterday morning at half-past 4 o’clock 
a’ woman attempted to hang herself in a 
cell at the police barracks, and the failure 
of the suicide, togther with the account 
of the woman's arrest, make a most inter- 
esting story that fs rich with humorous sit- 


 yations. 


A white cloth string still hangs from 
the top of the cell where the suicide was 
attempted, being left there as a sort of 
souvenir of one uf the richest episodes as- 
sociated with police barracks history in 
some time. 

The woman who felt so much chagrin 
about her arrest and incarceration that she 
sought death to hide her humiliation was 
Lulu Wilson, a dashing negro damsel who 
arrived from'New York a few days ago 
on a southern tour. She ha@ struck At- 
lanta with a full pocketbook and a head 
full of fifteenth amendment notions. She 
went to the most.tony negro boarding house 
in the city and drank severa) bottles of 
beer, 

Thursday evening she decided to attend 
the performance at the opera house and 
she rode to the theater in a carriage and 
secured one of the best seats obtainable 
by a person of her race 

All this would have been perfectly legit- 
imate and not at all reprehensible if the 
beer taken during the afternoon had not 
influenced her conduct so much. While 


ascending the opera house steps Lulu 
slipped, which, from her standpoint, must 
have been “‘beery unfortunate,’’ and as she 
was sliding and bumping down the steps 
she was caught by Officer Martin. 

In spite of her protestations, Lulu was 
sent to the police barracks in the patrol 
wagon. Her fine clothes and hat, with its 
wealth of drooping black feathers, were 
ushered into a cell for the night. 

“T 4g a high born cullud lady,’’ she called 
out, “and yer ain’t got de right ter treat 
er lady disser way.’’ 

During the night humiliation and re- 
morse filled her soul, an@ when the new 
day began to dawn she, made a rope by 
tearing her petticoat into strips, and this 
she bound around with her shoe strings, 

This cell-made rope she tied to the top 
of her cell and fastened the other end 
about ther neck. She stood on the iron 
bunk and then swung. herself off into— 
eternity? No, alas, the rope broke, and 
Lulu fell prone upon the stee} floor. There 
she was found lying as:if dead. An officer, 
who like other policemen does not take 
kindly to fake euicides, remarked: 

“T ain’t any hypnotist or anything like 
that, but I think I can raise the dead this 
time,’’ and he poured a dipper of cold wa- 
ter into the upturned face of the alleged 
corps. Lulu decided that she wasn’t go 
dead as she thought she was.

Washington. February 10.—The weather 


bureau toni; 
Onight furnished the follo 
Statement: ae 


The thirt eenth consecutive day of abnor- 
mally cold Weather in the central valleys, 
west and n: Orthwest, has been marked by 
some moderation jn the Ohio and upper 
Mississippi ang lower Missouri valleys, al- 
though the temperatures in these districts 
still remain in the ucighborhood of zero. 

In the middle Atlantic states the wave 
has continued with undiminished severity, 
particularly at Ww ashington, where a mini- 
mum of 8 degrees below zero was recorded 
this morning. 


The mean temperature for Friday was 2 


the lowest daily mean. 
temperature ever recorded in the history of 
the Washington station. The mean tem- 
perature for the past two days was zero, 
also the lowest two d: iy mean ever recorded. 

This morning the temperatures in the 
Oihio and middle Mississippi, western upper 
lake region and middle Atlantic states were 
from 1 degree to 18 degrees lower than 
any previous record for the first decade 
of February> 

At Parkersburg it was 26 degrees below 
zero, or lo degrees lower than any previous 
record, and at Pittsburg 20 degrees below 
zero, or 8 degrees lower than any previous 
record. 

During the day, however, 
marked rise and tonight 
in thé upper Ohio valley 
which is also about the average New Eng- 
lang temperature. In the northwest and 
central Rocky mountain region there has 
been another decided fall, accompanied by 
snow, the temperature having fallen from 
10 degrees to 40 degrees and ranging from 
zero in central Colorado to 30 degrees below 
zero in northwestern North Dakota. 

In the south there has been a tendency 
toward a slight rise, except along the west 
gulf coast, 

Snow is falling in southern Illinois, Mis- 
souri, South Dakota and the middle slope. 
There were also light local snows in lower 
Michigan and western New York, and light 
local rains and snows in the south Atlantic 
and gulf states. 

In the plateau and Pacific coast regions 
there were light snows and rains in tig 
northern portion, followed by generally 
fair weather, without any temperature 
changes of consequence. 

Snows and rains are indicated in the 
southern states and snow trom the Ohio 
valley westward and in the southwest. 

Gererally fair weather will prevail else- 
where, 

The cold wave will continue generally ex- 
cept on the gulf and extreme south Atlantic 
coasts, and there will be no marked abate- 
ment for at least several days. In the 
District of Columbia still lower temperature 
may be expected Saturday morning, fol- 
lowed by a slight rise during ihe morning. 

Fresh to brisk northerly winds m&y be 
expected in the Atlantic coast states. 
Cold wave and northern ~ignals are dis- 
played generally fron: South Dakota and 
Wycming southward, except in axtreme 
ecouthern states, and advisory messages 
have becn sent to lower Michigan, Indiana 
and the Middle Mississippi valley states 
that there will be no appreciable mode-a- 
tion of the severe cold weather for several 
days to come. 


Forecast for Today.
